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AGUINALDO IS EAGER 
70 VISIT AMERICA 


Manila Rumor that the President 
Has Invited Him to Come. 


NOT DENIED IN WASHINGTON 


Former Leader Has No Desire to Hold 
Office—Justice Arellano Says Strife 
Will Be Ended by June. 


MANILA, April 3.—Chief Justice Arellano, 
who administered to Emilio Aguinaldo the 
oath of allegiance to the United States Gov- 
ernment, described to-day the conditions 
leading up to and attending the ceremony, 
which was semi-private. 

Aguinaldo, still detained in an apartment 
of the Malacanan Palace, and awaiting or- 
ders from Washington, had expressed him- 
self as anxious to learn more regarding the 
American system of Government and had 
asked Chief Justice Arellano to enlighten 
him. The Chief Justice carefully explained 
the various measures passed by the Philip- 
pine Commission, headed by Judge Taft, 
and showed him what provisions were made 
for education and progress and for munici- 
pal and provincial self-government. Listen- 
ing with deep interest, Aguinaldo finally 
exclaimed: 

“I never believed the Americans would 
be so fair and liberal!”’ 

Ere the conversation had ended, he had 
agreed to take the oath of allegiance, and 
this was immediately administered. Sefor 
‘Arellano says: 

“‘ Aguinaldo’s action will induce all the in- 
surgents to surrender, and I predict that 
the islands will be completely pacified by 


June. 


“ Aguinaldo is eager to visit the United 
States; but when I questioned him on the 
subject of holding office’ he replied that 
he had no desires in that direction and in- 
tended to retire to private life after a trip 
to America.” 

It is reported here this evening that Pres- 
ident McKinley has invited Aguinaldo to 
visit the United States, and that the former 
insurgent leader may sail from Manila 
April 15. Gen. MacArthur, when questioned 
regarding the rumor, said he had absolute- 
ly nothing to communicate.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The report from 
Manila that the President has invited 
Aguinaldo to visit the United States, and 
that:he will sail from Manila April 18, can- 
not be verified here. But the fact that 
the report is not received with surprise or 
positively denied justifies the impression 
given that the suggestion is one originating 
in Manila, and that it may have been urged 
upon the War Department and the Presi- 
@ent early acceptance. 

’ Some surprise has been expressed here 


that, abide from the parts of dispatehes 


Bent from Manila by Gen. MacArthur, there 
has been little or no news from correspond- 
ents there about the case of Aguinaldo. A 
great deal of iriformation has been re- 
ceived at the War Department and not 
given to the public, for reasons that are 
supposed to be good in the estimation of 
the Administration, possibly to avoid-.de- 
feat of plans to make the best and earliest 
use of Aguinaido in bringing about the pa- 
cification of the islands. The idea if ask- 
ing the former Filipino leader to come here 
has been kept as secret as possible until 
Aguinalde has been induced to consent to 
act as the representative of his people. 
The report, if verified, will dispose for 
g00d of the sensational report that Agui- 
naldo is to be treated harshly, perhaps sub- 
jected to trial and punishment for violation 
ef the rules of war. Secretary Root has 
paid as plainly as could be desired that he 
js to be accorded similar treatment to that 
accorded to other prominent Filipinos, and 
he has instanced the cases of former act- 
ive leaders, who, since taking the oath of 
allegiance, nave been employed by the 
United States in positions of responsibility. 
Attention is directed by. the War Depart- 
ment to the fact that great confidence has 


been placed upon the recommendations of 
the military authorities and the Philippine 
Commission in dealing with problems as 
they have arisen. The advice of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur that Gen. Funston be made a Brig- 
adier General in the reguine ey in recog- 
nition of his services in capturing Aguin- 
aldo is referred to as the latest instance of 
approval of such advice. If Gen. MacAr- 
thur has asked that Aguinaldo be allowed 
to. come to Washington to see the Presi- 
dent, it is not denied that thetfe may be 
great probability that the recommendation 
‘will be carried out. 

After a consultation with the President, 
Secretary Root to-night sent a cable mes- 
sage to Gen. MacArthur, giving him in- 
structions regarding Aguinaldo and the 
views of the Administration on some rec- 
‘ommendations as to Philippine affairs made 
by Gen. MacArthur. The contents of the 
eablegram will not be made public for the 
present. 

The cable message was of considerable 
length, and was quite specific as to the 
policy of the Government. It is under- 
stood that Aguinaldo would like certain 
assurances or promises from the Govern- 
ment, and the message informed Gen. 
MacArthur just what the Government 
would do. While it is believed that the in- 
surrection would end before long without 
the assistance of Aguinaldo, the Gov- 
ernment would be glad to make use of him 
to hasten the pacification of the islands if 
It can be done consistently with Aguinaldo’s 
former attitude and consistently with what 
the best interests of the United States in 
the islancs are believed to demand.

French Comment on Philippines. 


PARIS, April 4.—‘‘ The recent successes of 
the Americans in the Philippines,”’ says Le 
Figaro this morning, ‘appear to have dis- 
couraged the resistance of the Filipinos 
and will probably lead to a real pacifica- 
tion; but the organization of the country 
will be a difficult and laborious task. 
Président McKinley has frequently ex- 
pressed a desire to establish local govern- 
ment; but will not the population be in- 


capable of using autonomy, and especially 
in conformity with the views of Washing- 
ton? Surprises are in store, although it ts 
not to be doubted that the tenacious con- 
querors will eventually solve the problem.” 
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AWFUL MORTALITY IN RUSSIA. 


Reported Famine and Typhus Are Kill- 
ing 30 Per Cent. of Population 
in Some of the Provinces. 
ODESSA, April 4.—Famine and typhus 
are raging throughout the Governments of 
Kherson and Bessarabia and portions of the 
Governments of Kieff and Taurida. 
The mortality is 80 per cent. of the entire 
population. 


It seems likely that there is an error in 
cable transmission in the foregoing, as, if 
it be taken as accurate, the mortality would 
have been nearly 1,500,000 in Kherson and 
Bessarabia alone. 

The population of Kherson, according to 
the last issue of*the Almanach de Gotha, 
is 2,732,832. Odessa, containing more than 


300,000 persons, is the chief city. The peo- 
ple of the province are engaged mainly in 
agriculture, although manufacturing indus- 
tries are important in the larger towns. 
Thé area is 2/,528 square miles. 

The population of Bessarabia is 1,933,436, 
and its area is 17,619 square miles. It was 
formerly a part of Roumania 

The Government of Kieff contains a pop- 
ulation of 3,576,125. It is situated on the 
right bank of the Dnieper, and the people 
are engaged mainly in agricultural pur- 
suits. The area is 19,691 square miles, and 
the ,province has many towns ranging in 
population from 5,000 to 10,000. 

aurida has 1,443,536 inhabitants. Its 
area js 24,539 square miles. 

All of the provinces referred to are in the 
southern and southwestern parts of the 
empire.

His brouther, Edouard, and his secretary 
both decline to state the nature of M. de 
Reszke’s illness. When he arrived from 
New York on Monday he showed clearly 
that his robust health had seemingly de- 
serted him, though it was thought he would 
be able to appear throughout the week of 
opera here. Shortly after his coming M. 
de Reszke felt a return of his old illness 
of the past ypar and took to his bed, from 
which he has not risen since Tuesday. 

This second breakdown will, it is feared, 
mean the retirement of the brilliant singer 
from the opera field. While his friends in 
the organization are loath to admit it, yet 
the truth of the story is not denied. Mau- 
rice Grau, the manager of the company, is 
much depressed over his star’s condition, 
as it meuns serious financial loss to him. 

Last night M. de Reszke was reported as 
resting comfortably, but with no change 
in his condition.

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CHINA DEFINITELY 
REFUSES TO SIGN 


Tells Russia She Cannot Conclude 
Manchuria Treaty. 


Says She Cannot Alienate All the Other 
Nations—Court Said to Despair 
of Peaceful Settiement. 


PEKING, April 3.—The Chinese Govern- 
ment has formally notified Russia that 
China, owing to the attitude of the powers, 
is not able to sign the Manehuria con- 
vention. 

‘It is China’s desire,’’ says the formal 
notification, ‘‘to keep on friendly terms 
with all nations. At present she is going 
through a period which is the most peril- 
cus in the empire's history, and it is neces- 
sary that she should have the friendship 
of all. 

“‘However much she might be willing to 
grant any special privilege to one power, 
when others object it is impossible that, 
for the sake of making one nation friend- 


ly e should alienate the sympathies of 
a ers.”’ 

Li-Hung-Chang says this letter settles 
the matter definitely, and that Russia was 
informally notified to the same effect on 
March 29. 

Prince Ching asserts that every Chinaman 
except Li-Hung-Chang was against sign- 
ing the convention. 


CANTON, April 3.—It is reported here 
that the Viceroy has received a telegram 
from the Court to the effect that a peace- 
able settlement of affairs is impossible. 

The Viceroy is described as much dis- 
turbed by this communication. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Although no of-

clined to believe that the report is true, and 
that Li-Hung-Chang is_ reall leaving 
Peking for good because the Emperor is 
wees with his conduct of the negotia- 
tions. 

It was known here when Li-Hung-Chang 
was made one of the Peace Envoys that he 
was pro-Russian in sentiment, but there 
was no cause for complaint on that score 
until the Manchuria agreement came up for 
consideration. Now it is believed by offi- 
cials here that Li has proved so earnest an 
advocate of the Russian cause, and has so 
strenuously worked for the signature of 
the agreement that his own Government 
has felt obliged to deprive him of power in 
that direction. \ ee 


LONDON, apt 4.—In a dispatch to The 
Times from Peking, dated Tuesday, Dr. 
Morrison says: 

‘“A week has elapsed, but Russia has 
done nothing to carry her threats into exe- 
ecution. Li-Hung-Chang continues vainly to 
implore the courf to modify its decision not 
to sign the Manchurian convention; but, in 
view of the attitude of the country, it is 
hardly possible that China should sign un- 
less Russia materially abates her demands. 

“This remarkable stand is a hopeful 
sign of vitality, and should influence favor- 
ably the whole course of the negotiations, if 
the powers seize the opportunity to quicken 
the pace,” 


RUSSIA’S POSSIBLE ARGUMENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The St. Peters- 
burg dispatch to The Associated Press, 
printed this morning, has aroused interest 
in official circles here. For the same rea-

The comment upon this suggested. plea is 
that Russia deliberately proposes to com- 
mit a greater offense in the. permanent 
seizure of Manchuria if the powers will not 
econnive at a‘lesser one, in allowing her to 
make a secret and private agreement with 
China. : 

This plea, it is said, would be laughed 
out of any court of international law, so 
disingenuous is it. ussia is displeased 
because the powers discouraged China from 
slening the agreement, yet Russia herself 
i ned with the other powers in undertak- 
ng to avoid any private arrangement in- 
volving the acquisition of Chinese terri- 
tory. even if she had forced China to sign 
the Manchuria agreement there would have 
been no obligation upon the wers, and 
certainly not upon the United States, to 
look upon it as binding at any point. 

ey. the same reasoning, should Russia, 
fail ng to secure an agreement, continue in 
Manchuria beyond a reasonable time, there 
is no obligation upon any power to respect 
her title, and it may be’ predicted that this 
subject will lead to controversy of the 
gravest character. 


MIKADO’S POWER ILLUSTRATED. 


YOKOHAMA, March 22.—Japan is pass- 
ing through a peculiar political experience. 
The House of Peers stubbornly refused to 
pass the taxation bill at a time of acknowl- 
edged crisis in internal as well as foreign 
affairs. The power of the Emperor was 
invoked, with the result that the Peers re- 
ceded from their position and passed the 


bill by a unanimous vote without amend- 
ment or change. Instead of being distinc- 
tively a Government measure, applied for 
by the Cabinet and indorsed by the Peers, 
it took the form of a private administration 
by the Emperor, who summoned thé Prest- 
dent of the House of Peers and handéd to 
him.a document embodying the imperial 
will as expressed by himself alone. , 

The instant obedience of the House illus- 
trates in a striking way the fact that the 
ancient obedience to the Throne is very 
little impaired. 

By the great majority the Emperor's ac- 
tion is taken as a most healthy sign, and 
there is a feeling of general relief in the 
consciousness that there exists in the em- 
pire a power of last resort which can be 
invoked with confidence in times of great 
public crises. It may safely be said that 
the Emperor never stood so high in public 
esteem as he does now. 

The submission of the people, however, 
is by no means made without some show 
of resentment, and it is generally felt that 
other deadlocks may ensue, eee a when 
the question of the final passage of the bud- 
get comes up for discussion. Party feeling 
is also becomin rampant in the lower 
house, the opposition having proposed the 
impeachment of the Government for having 
invoked the imperial power. A scene of the 
wildest confusion occurred during the dis- 
cussion upon this motion, the Premier him- 
self appearing upon the rostrum with the 
declaration that as long as he had the con- 
fidence of the Emperor the Diet had no 
power to remove him. The motion for im- 
peachment was rejected by a majority of 
28. 


JAPANESE PRESS BELLICOSE, 


LONDON, April 4.—‘‘ The Japanese press 
continues very bellicose,’’ says the Yoko- 
hama correspondent of The Daily Mail, 
wiring yesterday. He adds: 

“Count Okuma (ex-Premier and now 
leader of the Opposition) declares in the 
course of an incisive article that Japan 
must assert herself or the work of thirty 
rears will be lost. IXorea, he says, is not a 

ussian chattel, and Russia's action is a 
direct challenge to Japan.”’

BERLIN, April 3.—Al) letters received 
nowadays from China tell of the home- 
sickness of the German troops. The cor- 


respondent of the Berliner Tageblatt says 
that “the whole German contingent is 
thoroughly disappointed, and tired of 
China, Published letters from officers 
tell the same tale. The Ministry of War 
finds it very difficult to obtain volunteers 
to replace the home-bound soldiers. On 
Mortday not one man responded an in- 
vata to volunteer at a meeting of re- 
servists. 


RUSSIAN SLAP AT FRANCE. 


Warships Ordered to Leave Toulon to 
Avoid Meeting the Italian Squad- 
. ron There. 

TOULON, April 3.—There is much com- 
ment here at a strange and unexplained 
order received by the Russian Admiral, 
who has been told to leave Toulon with his 
fleet in order to ayoid meeting the Italian 
squadron here. The Russian fleet, which 
arrived in these waters to participate in the 


fétes attending President’ Loubet’s visit, 
will probably sail at once. 


PARIS, April 4.—"‘ The withdrawal of the 
Russian squadron at Toulon,’ says the 
Libre Parole, ‘‘ is a brutal disavowal of our 
Government by an allied/nation, and a con- 
demnation of our policy toward Italy. 
Moreover, it is a threatening warning from 
the Czar.”’ 


GOLD DEMOCRATS REJOICE. 
Leaders Look Upon St. Louis and Chi- 
cago Election Results as Fore- 
shadowing the End of 
Bryanism.

OMAHA, April 3.—St. Louis election re- 
sults have been received in Nebraska with 
much joy by the Gold Democrats. The 
leading spirits in that element throughout 
Nebraska look upon the election of Rolla 
Wells, in St. Louis, and Carter H. Harrison, 
in Chicago, as the beginning of ‘the end of 
the Bryan sway through the West. Bryan 
openly called for the defeat of Wells, and 
at least made no effort to secure the, elec-- 


tion of Harrison. Euclid Martin, formerly 
Chairman of the State Committee of the 
Gold Democrats, and J. Sterling Morton, 
the man selected by the Gold Democrats to 
run for Governor in Nebraska‘in 1806, both 
declared to-day that it looked like the cnd 
of Bryan's sway in the West. 

“The election of Wells, in particular,” 
said Mr. Martin, ‘‘ shows that a man does 
not have to espouse Bryanism to be a good 
citizen and a true Democrat.”’ 


CHICAGO COUNCIL REPUBLICAN. 


Has Two Members More than Provid- 
ed for by Law. 


CHICAGO, April 3.~The new Chicago 
City Council,,which probably will be called 
upon to decide the question of the extension 
of the street railway franchises and other 
public grants, worth many millions, is Re- 
publican by a majority of ten-votes. 

As a result of yesterday's election the 


Council will be made "= thirty-nine Re- 
publicans, twenty-nine Democrats, two In- 
dependent Republicans, and two Independ- 
ent Democrats. This makes a total of sev- 
enty-two, or two more than are provided 
for by law, the tangle being caused by the 
recent ward redistricting and the conse- 
quent shifting of two hold-over Aldermen 
in the Second and Twenty-first Wards. 
The new Council and:the courts will be 

called upon to decide the problem. 
According to leaders of both parties the 
Council Bpobably will be organized on non- 
partisan lineg. This will be in accordance

ST. LOUIS, April 3.—Complete returns 
show the election by.a plurality of 7,985 of 
Rolla Wells, Democratic candidate for 
Mayor.

Bears Drive George H. Phillips Out 


of the Wheat Market. 


He Meets Calls for $250,000 for Mar- 
ginse—Advises His Customers to 
Keep “A Stiff Upper Lip.” 


CHICAGO, April 3.—A strong effort was 
made by bears on the Board of Trade to- 
day to crowd George H. Phillips, the 
“Corn King,” to the wall. He was driven 
clear out of the wheat market, but added 
to his holdings in corn and oats. 

The day was the biggest of its kind the 
board has witnessed in many years, the 
governing conditions unusual, and the jam 
of struggling, howling brokers and traders 
cutting antics, filling the public galleries 
to the limit. May wheat sold down to 
71% cents to 71% cents, and closed at 72% 
cents to 72% cents, a net loss for the day 
of 2 cents. May corn tumbled to 40% cents, 
the net loss for the day peing 1% cents. 
The slump was hastened by the closing 
out of trades of a St. Louis-operator. May 
oats went to 24% cents, and closed at 24% 
cents, 

Calls for margins were made on Phillips 
to the extent of nearly $250,000 more, all 
such demands being met promptly. His 
firm now has nearly $500,000 up as mar- 
gins, some of which will be released to- 
morrow. 

The attempt to snatch the sceptre from 
the ‘corn king”’ resulted in further heavy 
losses ta his customers, either actual or 
paper .profits in corn and of heavy losses 
in oats, but Phillips stuck to his policy. 
At the close he declared he had not been 
shaken out of his corn and oats, and’ be- 
lieved they would do better to-morrow. 

Bear forces which had been gathering 
their energies for an onslaught broke out 


at the opening of the corn market. Enor- 
mous selling pressure, influenced somewhat 
perhaps by weak cables, was exerted at the 
opening. May was sold from 42%c. to 42c., 
compared with Monday's close at 43%¢c. 
This marked a decline of over 2c. since Sat- 
urday, yet Phillips and his following, con- 
trolling many millions of bushels, held fast 
and bought still more. j 
May gradually worked back to 48c., when 
the bear attack, aided by weak longs, again 
began their hammering tactics and sent 
May back to 40%c., under a deluge of corn. 
The bulls, aided by shorts who covered to 
secure profits, forced the price back to 
42%6c. his was followed by another sharp 
reaction, and the close was weak. 

The wheat deal was a different story. 
Phillips advised his customers to sell, and 
unloaded nearly 1,000,000 bushels early. 
This wheat showed an average loss of at 
least 2% cents a bushel, or nearly $25,000. 
The markets were intensely nervous, and 
in wheat, in the first minute of the ses- 
sion, paces ranged from % to nearly 2 
cents below the closing price, 

The prompt response by Phillips: to morn- 
ing calls for margins steadied the markets, 
but toward noon, on his selling out his 
wheat on neral liquidation, and on the 
reported failure of a St. Louls corn specu- 
lation, there were further sharp declines. 
After the close he was advising customers 
to keep “a stiff upper lip,’’ and was acting 
on that advice himself. 

“I believe that corn and oats have had 
all the break they will have,’’ he said, “‘ and 
will do better to-morrow. I have advices 
from two dozen points in Illinois and lowa 
that farmers have little corn to sell or that 
roads are impassable and feeders are taking 
the corn at higher than Chicago prices, 
and that seeding of oats is already delaved 
a week. There will be more rains the next 
week, and if seeding should be delayed 
until April 15, as is quite likely, you will 
see oats go up 2 cents a day till people 
forget they ever sold at 25 cents.” 


MINERS’ STRIKE INEVITABLE. 


So Says Henry White, Who Has Just 
Returned from the Coal Regions. 


Henry White, General Secretary of the 
United Garment Workers, was authority 
yesterday for the statement that, in spite 
of the apparent success of the mission of 
John Mitchell, President of the United 
Mine Workers, to this city, and of the ef- 
forts of the Rev. EB. S. Phillips in the cause 
of peace, the trouble with the miners is not 
over yet. Secretary White went to Chicago 
while Mitchell was in this city to attend a 
convention of the National Civic Federa- 


tion, a body organized with the object of 
arbitrating disputes between employers and 
employes, which was to be held in Chicago 
on March 28. When he reached Chicago he 
found that the convention was postponed 
until April 28. 

White then went to the anthracite mining 
districts and met Mitchell in Scranton after 
the latter had returned from New York. 
White addressed several meetings of min- 
ers in Scranton, Wilkesbarre, and other 
places, and returned to this city yester- 
day, where he made the following state- 
ment: 

‘*I found the miners very much dissatis- 
fied over the fact that the operators have 
not agreed to recognize the union. While 
Mitchell has the men apparently well un- 
der control, they were evidently. very much 
disappointed at the result of his mission to 
New York. They are in. my belief prepar- 
ing for a fight on the question of recog- 
nition of the union, and, while it mer not 
take place immediately, a strike of the 
miners in the entire anthracite district is 
in my opinion inevitable unless the union 
is recognized. I would not like to see such 
a strike, but, judging from the manner of 
the miners, the trouble is by no means 
over.”’ 


MRS. NATION TO RUN A TOWN.

CONCORD, Neb., April 3.—For the next 
year this town will be conducted under the 
direct advice of Mrs. Carrie Nation, and 
whatever she says is the municipal law. 


This was the issue here and the Carrie Na- 
tion ticket received nearly a unanimous 
vote, The temperance people put in nomi- 
nation for Mayor Judge R. O. Mitchelitree 
and a full City Council ticket. They signed 
the following pledge before being nomi- 
nated: 

‘We pledge ourselves to use all honor- 
able means to secure the services of Mrs. 
Carrie Nation as our sole adviser in our 
official duty, if elected, and to adopt no or- 
dinance or measure of importance relative 
to the town’s government without receiving 
Mrs: Nation's approval. 

Two saloons in the town began packing 
up their furniture before 12 o'clock last 
night, when it was ascertained that Mrs. 
Nation would run the town after the elec- 
tion. They were afraid she would wire and 
get their furniture destroyed before they 
could remove it from the city. 


KILLED BY AN INSANE MAN. 


Physician Stabbed Three Times by a 
Hospital Patient. 


SUNBURY, Penn., April 3.—Dr. Johnson, 
a physician in the State Hospital for the 
Insane at Danville, Montour County, was 
stabbed to death to-night by an insané Ital- 
ian patient named Capello. Capello became 
unmanageable during the afternoon and 
threw the institution into confusion. The

An attendant finally subdued the = Italian, 
and as Dr. Johnson was stooping over him 
taking his temperature he plunged his knife 
into the doctor’s breast three times.

As the Constitution, Bristol Yacht Will 
Race for America—Title An- 
nounced by Duncan. 


Constitution is the name for the New 
York Yacht Club yacht that has received 
official sanction as the craft that, if proved 
worthy in the trial races, is to defend the 
America’s Cup in the international races 
next Fall. As the Constitution the craft 
will’ be christened, and even before the 
christening the name will be hailed with 
relief by yachtsmen the world over, as a 
substitute for the titles ‘‘The Bristol,” 
Belmont, Syndicate, and Herreshoff yacht, 
all of which have been bestowed on her 
since the challenge for the America’s Cup 
was renewed by Sir Thomas Lipton last 
Winter. 

The name that has been adopted for the 
boat was announced officially by W. Butler 
Duncan, Jr., who has the management of 
the vessel in her preparation, and in 
manning and racing her, last night, the 
name having been selected by the members 
of the syndicate that is building the cup 
defender, after long consideration. Count- 
less other names had been suggested for 
the yacht, but in determining on a title the 
owners of the boat have adhered to the 
general plan of choosing names for all of 
the cup yachts of late years, and have-se- 
lected a name that is suggestive of Ameri- 
can institutions. and that also is associated 
with historical events. 

The Constitution is being built at the 
shipyards of the Herreshcffs in Bristol by 
a syndicate composed of August Belmont, 
James Stillman, F. G. Bourne, Col. Oliver 
Payne, and Henry Walters, the five sub- 
scribing the money that will be needed to 
construct the craft and equip and race her 


through the season in both the trials and 
later in the year in the actual contest 
against the new yacht that Sir Thomas 
Lipton is building as the challenger, and 
which has been named the Shamrock II. 

Work on the Constitution was begun a 
little more than two months ago, and has 
been hurried as rapidly as possible with a 
view to having the boat completed and 
ready for launching at the earliest practic- 
able date, which probably will be some time 
toward the end of the present month. The 
dimensions of the incomplete yacht in Bris- 
tol are not known, but that there will be 
any material deviations from the general 
plan of other American cup defenders is not 
at all likely. Of her general construction 
the yachting world has a very good idea, 
the newspapers having puree daily re- 
nerts of the progress of the work on her 
hull and described in detail the nature of 
the material that is being used for her 
under body, Tobin bronze entering largely 
into the construction of this. 


SMALL, BUT BOLD. ROBBER. 


Little Aaronson Attempts Highway- 
men’s Practices—Takes Three 
Cents from Another Boy. 


A desperate highway robber was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Deuel in the Es- 
sex Market Police Court yesterday in the 
person of Abraham Aaronson, nine years 
old, of 12 Cannon Street, who, it is believed 
by the police, has a long list of high crimes 
to his credit. According to information in 
their hands, Aaronson operates exclusively 
on the east side, leaving terror’and devas- 
tation in his path. 

The specific charge on which the small 
bandit was arraigned Was a ‘“‘hold up” 
pérpetrated early in the morning at Broome 
and Sheriff Streets. The victim was Morris 
Mendelson, eleven years old, of 9 Lewis 
Street, who was halted at the point of a 
pair of scissors and robbed of 3 cents. 

According to Mendelson’s story he was 
going after some coal for his mother, when 
Aaronson, who, it is presumed, got wind 
of the fact that he had 2 comparatively 


large amount of money in his possession 
intended for the purchase of the fuel, 
waited for him in the desolate region about 
Sheriff and Brocme Streets. 
. Mendelson, who was entirely unarmed, 
had just turned the corner when the des- 
perate Aaronson. confronted him and, 
thrusting the pig pair of scissors in his 
face, commanded him to hold up his hands. 

Mendelson, seeing that the desperado was 
armed and meant business, dropped his coal 
skuttle and did as directed. He was then 
forced to disgorge his money, which the 
robber took. Aaronson was just making off 
with his ey, when Patrolman Dillman 
of the Delancey Street Station succeeded in 
capturing him.

TO PUNISH CARELESS HUNTERS. 


Maine Passes a Law to Cover Shooting 
of Persons “by Mistake 
for a Deer.” 


Special to The New York Times. 


BANGOR, April 3.—One of the notable 
laws passed by the Legislature of Maine 
at the session just closed is one fixing a 
penalty for the shooting of human beings 
by mistake for wild game. The law says: 

‘* Whoever, while on a hunting trip, or in 
pursuit of wild game or game birds, negli- 
gently or carelessly shoots and wounds or 
kills any human being, shall be punished 
by imprisonment not exceeding ten years 
or by fine not exceeding $1,000.”’ 

It is made the duty of the County Attor- 
ney and Sheriff in the county where a vio- 
lation of this statute occurs to investigate 
and prosecute offenders, and for failure so 
to do these officials lay themselves lable 
to a fine of $1,000. The shooting of human 
beings by ‘‘ mistake for a deer’’ has been 
of. such frequent occurrence in this State 
within the past’ few years that many peo- 
ple have feared to go into the woods at all 
during the hunting season, and the law 
above quoted was passed in response to 
popular demand. 

In nine, cases out of ten the shooting of 
human beings by hunters has been the re- 
sult of criminal carelessness.

Patrick Hastened Rice’s Death, He a 


Declares, for Ready Money. 


THE VICTIM’S DYING LAUGH 


Suicide Patrick’s Suggestion—Earlien 
Confessions False—The Truth 
First Known to Jones’s 
Counsel. 


Indifferent still in demeanor, Valet 
Charles F. Jones, the self-confessed mure 
derer of William Marsh Rice, continue@ 
yesterday to tell on the witness stand in 
minute detail how Lawyer Patrick had ine 
duced him to commit the crime and later toe 
attempt to kill himself. Severe cross-ex- 
amination failed to discredit his story of 
to confuse him. 

Patrick, Jones declared, had agreed toe 
commit suicide with him by taking oxalig 
acid, which he said he had in his cell, 
Jones endeavored to carry out his part ‘of 
the compact by thrusting the blade offg 
knife secured for him-by Patrick, deep jnte 
his throat. The latter failed to keep the 
agreement. 

Jones’s most important revelation was the 
motive behind Patrick’s anxiety to kill 
Rice before Monday, Sept. 24. Rice had 
decided to rebuild his burned ofl mills in 
Texas at a cost of $250,000. This would 
have exhausted all of his ready cash ig 
New York. Patrick knew this, and that @ 
draft for $25,000 from the ore mill Presie 
dent had arrived on Saturday from Texas, 
Under his instructions, Jones was holding 
it. More drafts were expected later in the 
week. Patrick considered it necessary, said 
Jones, to kill the ailing old millionaire te 
keep his money in New York. 

Patrick was unusually nervous through« 
out Jones’s recital. He faced his accuser 
yesterday, however, and did not hide behing 
his counsel’s chair. He pulled nervously, 
at his beard and whispered many times te 
his counsel. When Lawyer Moore took the 
witness in hand and endeavored to break 
down his testimony, Patrick breathed @ 
sigh, apparently of relief, and the scoffing 
expression returned to his face. 

Jones frequently disconcerted Mr. Moore 
by his answers on cross-examination. The 
lawyer went in great detail into the reasons 
for Jones's confession on the stand Tuese 


day. He endeavored, but without succes 
to show that Assistant District Attorne 
Osborne had promised the witness im» 
munity. He dwelt at great length on the 
discrepancies between Jones's statements 
on the stand and the initial statements he 
made to Capt. McClusky and Mr. Osborne, 
These Jones intimated were false in hig 
testimony earlier in the day. 


CONFESSIONS OF JONES. 


The valet-secretary was called to the 
stand immediately after court was cone 
vened by Justice Jerome, sitting as a Mage 
istrate.

KIDNAPPING NOW FEARED 
BY M’CORMICK FAMILY 


Their Rich Neighbor, Mr. . Willge; 
rodt, Explains His $1,000 Reward. 


HABITS OF THE MISSING BOY 


Police Believe Little Willie McCormick 
Ran Away—More Threatening Let- 


ters—Mr. McCormick’s Troubles. 


Whether little Willle McCormick of High 
Bridge. was kidnapped or not, his father, 
mother, and many of the neighbors are 
firmly convinced that he was. Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick was hopeful up to yesterday morn- 
ing that her little son would be found, but 
in the afternoon her daughters say she 
gave up hope, and last night she was com- 
pletely prostrated. 

William McCormick, the father of the 
missing child, was in a state of collapse 
last night, also. In fact, the condition of 
both Mr. and Mrs, McCormick was such 
that they were unable to see Oscar E. F. 
Willgerodt, who has offered a reward of 
$1,000 for the return of the boy, and who 
called at the house to express his sym- 
pathy with the family. 

This reward is unique. Mr. Willgerodt, 
who offers it, is a German and a wealthy 
cicak merchant. He has a beautiful _ home 
on Ogden Avenue, Borough of the Bronx, 
just overlooking Central Bridge. Mr. Will- 
gerodt lives just down the hill from the 
McCormick family, but he has never_be- 
come acquainted with any of its members 
except two of the older daughters. He 
has two young children himself, one of 
them being ten years old and ro about 
the age of little Wiilie McCormick. 


MR. WILLGERODT’S SYMPATHY. 


Mr. Willgerodt, without any consuita- 
tion with members of the McCormick fam- 
ily or any one else so far as reported, 
went to the High Bridge Police Station 


Tuesday night and told the Sergeant of the 
offer he desired to have recorded. The 
cloak merchant said at his home last night 
to a New YorK TIMES reporter: 

“It is a terrible thing that a child should 
be kidnapped. I firmly believe this little 
fellow was kidnapped, for I have asked my 
little boy—who knows him—and some serv- 
ants of mine who have seen sométhing of 
the child, about him, and every report, that 
I hear is a good one. I. do not believe he 
ran away, for he was well treated at home. 
His family are nice people, and I don’t be- 
lieve’ there are any nicer girls anywhere 
than Mr. McCormick's daughters. 

‘‘Certain it is that the child is missing. 
Certain it is, also, that the mother and 
father are broken-hearted over it. When I 
learned how distressing the situation was, 
I felt impelled to do something. I will pay 
the reward of $1,000 very cheerfully if the 
boy is returned to his parents. I know how 
I would feel if my child was enees. Z 
do not believe, however, that this child 
will ever be found.” 

Mr. Willgerodt said the reports that he 
had feared his own child would be _ kid- 
napped were all false. He also scouted the 
idea that the McCormick child might have 
been taken by mistake for his son Oscar. 
He said the children were too much unlike 
in every particutar for that. Mr. Willgerodt 
called at the McCormick home last night 
and expressed his anxiety to do everything 
in his power to secure the missing child. 

Miss Marcella McCormick, the oldest 
daughter and the active head of the house 
in these trying times, told Mr. Willgerodt 
that her father and mother were’ very 
grateful to him for his assistance. She 
said, however, that they were all just as 
much at sea then as they had ever been, 
and that while they were sure the child 
had been kidnapped, they could not formu- 
late the slightest idea as to who might 
have done the deed, 

‘“‘ We have not an enemy in the world, so 
far as we know,” said Miss McCormick. 
‘* We haye sent word to every one of our 

lativesi;who knew Willie,. and we have 
given the police-the names of almost every- 
body who has ever had any relations with 
us. We have told them the names of all our 


‘servants of the past few years, and have 


éven given them the-names of father’s cred- 
itors. We do not suspect any of these, but. 
the police wanted something, and we gave 
/ them these.”’ 
.. William McCormick has been involved in: 
considerable financial difficulty recently, 
his troubles resulting in his remaining in 
Ludlow Street Jail for -some time. Last. 
Summer he was involved in bankruptcy 
eee It was suggested that per- 
aps these facts might have furnished a 
motive for a kidnapping, where the fact 
that the father was a poor old man would 
not suffice. This was why the names of 
the creditors were furnished to the police. 
Miss McCormick said she had made in- 
quiry among all the neighbors to ascertain 
if they were acquainted with any wildness 
on his part with which the family was not 
familiar. She said that every report of 
the boy was as good as could be. She 
said she was perfectly. willing for the 
child’s record to be investigated in every 
particular. 


BOY FRIENDS EXCITED. 


The small boys of the neighborhood, the 
playmates of little McCormick, are greatly 
excited over the disappearance of their 
friend. They say he was a very good boy, 
and they believe he was kidnapped with- 
out doubt. These boys have learned that 


reporters and detectives are trying to find 
out the habits of the McCormick child, 
and they talk very readily. Their reports 
have not, however, been. of any practical 
assistance in clearing up the mystery. 

The boys all agree that Willie McCor- 
mick was greatly interested in Buffalo Bill 
and the Wild West Show. The theory has 
been advanced that the McCormick child 
went to. Ambrose Park last week, where 
Col. Cody’s rough riders were rehearsing. 
One story said that he had been frightened 
away by a chance shot which wounded an 
acquaintance, and that he had sought the 
less strenuous excitement of the Sheeps- 
head Bay race track. 

Capt. Titus said last night that Father 
Mullen, who was one of little Willie’s pre- 
ceptors at church, had told him that some 
of McCormick’s playmates had informed 
the priest that the child had expresed an 
intention of running away from home and 
following the Wild West Show. 

Miss Marcella McCormick gaid all such 
ideas were absurd. She said the boy was 
idolized by his sisters, of whom ‘there are 
eleven. She said he had never expressed 
any great interest in Col. Cody’s enter- 
prises, and that he could have had no mo- 
tive for leaving his own home. 

On the other hand, Sergt. Boehm of the 
High Bridge Station told a New York 
TIMES reporter last night that Policeman 
Tighe, who patrols the ‘ beat” including 
the McCormick home, had stated to him 
that Willie McCormick's. father had often 
asked him late at night if he had seen the 
boy anywhere on the streets. Patrolman 
Tighe felt that the case was one of run- 
away, and the other policemen of the neigh- 
borhood express the same opinion. 

Capt. Gannon of the High Bridge Station 
was very active in the McCormick case yes- 
terday, although he expressed the belief 
that the boy had merely run away from 
home. He spent considerable time at Po- 
lice Headquarters discussing the case with 
Capt. Titus and areeuty Commissioner 
Devery. Capt. Gannon has expressed a 
number of theories concerning this case, 
he at one time having stated that he 
thoment it was a kidnapping. He said yes- 

eraay: 

” Why don’t the family tell all they know 
about this case? They are keeping back 
things. Now, there has been missing 
from the house ever since the boy ran 
away. He took that to have a good time 
with—it was lying loose on the dining-room 


table.” 

The letters the McCormicks received 
Tuesday threatening dire nalties upon 
the child if a ransom of $200 in gold was 
not forthcoming, were regarded yesterday 
as a cruel hoax. The hoax succeeded in 
hastening the prosteation of Mrs. McCor- 
mick. One of these letters had directed Mr. 
McCormick to leave the money at a cer- 
tain point at Third Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth Street. 

A decoy e was placed by the police 
at the spot cified, and detectives were 
then stationed to watch the place ali night. 
No one appeared. 


MORE THREATENING LETTERS. 


Three more letters bearing on the case 
were received by the MeCormick family 
yesterday. These letters were not given 
out by the police, to whom they were de- 
livered last night. Miss Marcella McCor- 


mick said this of them: 

“The first of these letters said that the 
writer saw Willie in front of The World 
office on Park Row about 10 o’clock Satur- 
day morning. He was nervous, according 
to this informant, and was walking rapidly, 
followed by a well-dressed, apparently very 
much agitated man. The description given 
of the boy tallies very accurately with what 
Willie , looked like. The letter was not 
signed. It was mailed at Station R, the 
same one in whose district our home is.

At the High Bridge Station last night it 
Was said that no letters had been given’to 
Capt. Gannon. At Police Headquarters the 
Sergeant on duty at the desk said that he 
could not say. what detectives galled at the 
McCormick house, ‘but. that no new letters 
had been reported to hint. 

Miss Marcella McCormick said she had no 
faith in the reality of the identification by 
John Murray, a conductor on the Bay Ridge 
trolley line, who said that he ‘had seen a 
boy. enawerlng. the description of the miss- 
ing boy on his car last Tharsday morning. 
Capt. Titus said, however, that he had in- 
vestigated Murray's record and that he 
found the man to be worthy of all confi- 
dence. He said he felt convinced from what 
the man said that the boy had gone from 
Ambrose Park to Sheepshead Bay. 

Capt. Titus sent a number of detectives 
to Coney Island and Sheepshead’ yesterilay 
morning to look for the missing boy. The 
detectives took with them four of McCor- 
mick’s playmates to assist in the search 
and possible identification. Capt. Titus said 
last night that owing to the rain and storm 
very few children were out. playing, and 
that his men had no success in gaining any 
new information. 

Two detectives attached to the High 
Bridge Station, Brownell and Ward,.were 
at work looking for the missing child all 
day yesterday, but up to a late hour last 
night no developments had been reported 
by them. Capt. Gannon said Jast night, 
after leaving Police Headquarters, that 
young McCormick certainly had not been 
kidnapped.~ He said he expected that by 
midnight his detectives would be able to 
tell where the boy was, and that he would 
be home soon afterward. 


A LITTLE WANDERER FOUND. 


Four-Year-Old Midget with Mouth and 
Pockets Full of Crackers Picked 
Up by Policeman. 

He was not hungry, for every one of his 
many pockets was bulging out with soda 
crackers and he clutched tightly in his be- 
grimed little fist a big paper bag full of this 
sustaining provender. 
frightened, either, as he was swept along 
in the big streanf of humanity emptying out 
of a Third Avenue elevated train which had 
just arrived at the City Hall Station yes- 
terday afternoon, for he went right on eat- 
ing the crackers. 

Everybody in the big, hurrying crowd, ex- 
cept this four-year-old boy, seemed to be 
going somewhere. As for him, he just 
sauntered contentedly along until he came 
to the steps leading to the Brooklyn Bridge. 
Then he seemed to hesitate a moment as to 
whether he should go to Brooklyn or re- 
main in Manhattan. Then he saw a4 woman 
with three packages and a baby in her 
arms, and concluded to follow her, and 
was doing so as fast as his short legs 
would carry him, when a bridge policeman 
spied him and, tating him in his arms, 
earried him to the bridge telegraph office 
down stairs. 

The little wanderer wore a military cap, 
knee breeches, laced shoes, and black stock- 
ings somewhat the worse for wear. The 
action of the policeman in interferring with 
him did not disturb him in the least, and 
between bites of cracker he said that he 
was four years old, and that his name was 
Louis Carr.

By a regular “third degree’’ process of 
questioning the officer managed to get from 
him that his brother sold papers at the 
Thirty-fourth Street Ferry, but this was 
the extent of the information gleanec No- 
body eould be found about the Thirty-fourth 
Street Ferry who knew of a newsboy named 
Carr, and the diminutive traveler was taken 
from the Oak Street Station to Police 
Headquarters to be kept until called for.

THE BOROUGH SCHOOL BOARD. 


A Demand for More Recreation Space 
for the Truant Institution—An 
Appointment. 


At the regular bi-monthly meeting of the 
Borough School Board which was held last 
night at the Board of Education Building, 
Fifty-ninth Street and Park Avenue, a res- 


olution was ddopted requesting the Board 
of Education to acquire by condemnation 
proceedings the land and premises at 219 
and 221 East Twenty-first Street, adjoin- 
ing the Truant School. This is for the pur- 
pose of enlarging the school and giving it 
mare yard space. 

On recommendation by the Committee on 
Statutes, By-Laws, and Legislation, a reso- 
lution was also adopted calling upon the 
Principal of the Normal School to estab- 
lish compulsory courses in music, manual 
training, physical crating. drawing, and 
music for students qualifying to become 
teachers in the public schools. 

A communication from the Mayor was 
read and ordered placed on file, appoint- 
ing Henry M. Grohl, Inspector of Com- 
mon Schools in the Sixth District. Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and the Bronx, for the 
unexpired portion of a five-year term, 
ending on July 1, 1905. 


EXPERT ACCOUNTANT’S SUIT. 


Charged, $16,000, Received $8,500 and 
Got Verdict for the Rest, 
LONG ISLAND CITY, April 3.—The jury 
in the suit of James McKenna, an expert 
accountant of Manhattan, against Brown 
& Rileming, contractors, also of Manhattan, 


for a balance due for services rendered, 
gave a verdict for the plaintiff in the Su- 
preme Court to-day for the full amount 
claimed. 

McKenna had testified that he was en- 
gaged to make an accounting of the firm’s 
affairs at a’‘time when a suit for the dis- 
solution of. the firm was pending. He found 
the books in a bad shape, and after he had 
completed his work valued his services at 
$16,000. He received $8,500 on account. 
Subsequently the suit for the dissolution of 
the firm was withdrawn and McKenna™ 
claimed that he had been unable to obtain 
the balance due him.

* ANNUAL MEETING 


Act Recommended Requiring Cor- 
porations to File Statements. 


Must Give Expenditures in Detail to 


Prevent Their Making Political 
Contributions. 


The City Club held its annual meeting 
last night. In accordance with a report 
submitted by the club’s council, a bill is to 
be introduced into the next Legislature re- 
quiring corporations to file statements of 
their expenditures. The object of the bill 
will be to prevent the corporations from 
making political contributions. 

A long report about the bill was read. In 
it the Council said that it had been deemed 
inadvisable for the present to try to make 
political contributing ty a corporation a 
penal offense, inasmuch as it would be 
‘“‘most difficult to draw a bill which will 
prohibit improper contributions without 
also making illegal and criminal certain 
acts which are perfectly. proper.” The 
Council also reported that it seemed im- 
practicable for the club to procure the nec- 
essary evidence of the improper use of the 
funds of any particular corporation which 
w d justify a proceeding against its Di- 
rectofs, or to procure a stockholder in any 
such corporation who would act as plaint- 
iff. The best way to meet the evil, said 
the Council, was to bring to bear upon the 
offenders ‘‘ the pressure of public opinion.” 

As the rest of the members present did 
not agree with the Council wholly, a spir- 
ited debate followed, with the result that 
there was passed a resolution ordering the 
Council to prepare a bill making it a penal 
offense for a corporation to dispense polit- 


aical contributions, the Directors of the of- 
fending concern to be liable to punishment. 

The text of the act recommended in the 
Council's report is as follows: 


Section 1. The Stock Corporation law is hereby 
amended by adding a new section to Article IL 
thereof, to be numbered thirty-five, and to read 
as follows: 

Section 35. Every domestic stock corporation 
and joint stock association, and every foreign 
stock corporation and joint stock association do- 
ing business within this State, which in any 
way owns, controls, or uses, directly or in- 
directly, any franchise from the State, or from 
any municipal, corporation, except the franchise 
to be a corpotation, and all monied and trans- 
portation corporations, including su foreign 
corporation, doing business within this State 
as would be, classified as monied or transporta- 
tion ‘corporations, if incorporated within. this 
State, shall make and file, before the first day 
of March in each calendar year, a report as cf 
the thirty-first day of December of the pre- 
re calendar year, which shall state the 
totaf amount of its expenditures during such 
preceding year. 

The corporation, upon a demand in writing, 
sha furnish to any or all of the. following 
persons, namely, to the Attorney General or to. 
any bond or stockholder of said corporation or 
of any corporation whose franchise it uses or 
controls, irectly or indirectly, or to any 
taxpayer to the. extent .of $100 tin any 
county in which the corporation carries on any 
part of its business a true statement containing 
the details, item by item, of each, payment 
made, the person to whom made, and the pur- 
,; Pose. for which made, or any or all of said 
subdivisions of said report. 

If. such corporation fail to make afgd file such 
report before the Ist day of March in each year, 
it shall forfeit to the people of the State the sum 
of $500 for each failure, and the sum.of $25 for 
each day ‘that such ‘failure continues. If such 
‘corporation .shall fail to furnish a true state-

The seven Directors re-elected are Charles

Hawley, and James Speyer. The retiring 
Directors are August Belmont, Thomas H 
Hubbard, John D. °Probst, E. F. Searles, 
and James B. Haggin. Charles H. Tweed 
was re-elected Chairman of the Board of 
Directors and E. H. Harriman was elected 
Chairman of the Executive Committee., The 
latter consists of the following members:

NEW JERSEY TROLLEY LINE. 


it Will Be Operated Between Bloom- 


field and Irvington. 
Special to The New York Times. 


EAST ORANGHE, N. J., April 3.—Repre- 
sentatives of certain Essex County capital- 
ists, among them Francis M. Eppley, a 
well-known trolley promoter, of West Or- 


ange, and former Mayor George A. Smith 
of Vailsburg, are busy trying to secure 
rights of way for a new trolley line that 
it is proposed to operate between Bloom- 
field and Irvington. 

The projected system when completed 
will cross the lines of the Erie and Lacka- 
wanna Railroads and two of the local trol- 
ley lines. Several consents have already 
been secured, and it is expected that a 
company will be formed within a few days. 
When organized the company will be en- 
tirely independent of the North Jersey 
Traction Company, or any system now in 
existence. 


TO ADVANCE THE RATES. 


Traffic Managers Decide to Increase 
All Western Differentials. 


The traffic managers of the railroads in- 
terested have decided to advance all dif- 
ferential rates from New England points 
westbound, to take effect to-morrow. This 
action was prompted by the belief that the 
differential lines were in a position to com- 


peté successfully for such business at these 
advanced rates. The advances vary from 
1 to 40, cents a hundred on rates of the 
various classes. 

To Chicago the rates will be 70 cents a 
hundred for first-class merchandise, 61 
cents for second class, 47 for third class, 33 
for fourth class, 28 for fifth class, and 23% 
cents for sixth class shipments. The rates 
heretofore were 65, 57, 44. G1. 26, and 22 
cents respectively. To East Mississippi 
River points the rates will be $t:16 a hun- 
dred for first-class shipments, 82 cents for 
second class, 71 for third class, 55 for fourth 
class, 39 for fifth class, and 27% for sixth 
class shipments. These rates used to be 77, 
67, 52, 37, 31, and 26 cents respectively. 

It is stated that if these rates can be 
maintained and the same amount of busi- 
ness can be secured as under the former 
lower rates, there will be a large increase 
in the freight earnings of the differential 
lines which have instituted them and which 
include all the differential lines running 
from New England to the West.

On the Lake Shore Limited, which left the 
Grand Central Station yesterday afternoon, 
the new cars just completed by the Pullman 
Company for these trains were placed in 
service.

The Directors o 
the three companies met this afternoon and

The latter 
will continue as a member of the Executive 
Committees of the three corporations .and 
will also serve on the Board of Directors. 

In an interview after he had entered 
upon his new duties, Mr. Baer said the 
question of taking over the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey was a big one, as it. is 
the intention of the company to deal 
squarely by the minority stockholders, and 
in this way it makes it harder than if that 
company had been leased.

THE ADULTERATION OF MILK. 


Cases Await Action of Court of Ap- 
peals on Validity of Law Against 
Use of Preservatives. 

Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Aprfi 3.—There are now pend- 
ing before the courts in the various cities 
of the State a dozen or more cases brought 
to test the Constitutionality of the pro- 
vision of last year’s law prohibiting the 
use of preservatives in milk. Among these 
cases is one against John S. Bieseker of 
New York City. This case was recently 
tried before the Appellate Division, and the 
law against the use of preservatives was 


declared unconstitutional. An appeal in 
this case has now been taken by the State 
to the Court of Appeals. 

Bieseker was represented by Hertert R. 
Limburger, who argued that if the law was 
sustained a man could not mix a milk 
punch without being guilty of a misde- 
neéanor. since alcohol was a preservative 
of milk. Mr. Limburger’s contentions be- 
ng sustained by the court, other users of 
preservatives in milk, against whom ac- 
tions have been brought in the name of 
~ State, have engaged him to represent 
them. 

Mr. Limburger was here to-day for the 
purpose of having proceedings in the other 
cases similar to the Bieseker case sus- 
pended until a decision can be had from 
the Court of Appeals in that case. If the 
Ceurt of Appeals sustains the finding of 
the lower court in the Bieseker case, all the 
other cases will fall to the ground. If, on 
the other hand, the Court of Appeals de- 
cides that the law is Constitutional, it will 
be useless for other users of preservatives 
in milk to make any further defense. 

The Bieseker case is one of much interest 
to the New York County. Medical Society. 
Last Fall this society took up the question 
of the use of preservatives in milk. The 
ieading milk dealers of New York. City 
were called into conference with the: phys- 
iclans. They all testified to the use of 
preservatives by the smaller dealers. Some 
of the preservatives used were chemically 
analyzed and were pronounced injurious to 
health. The opinic.: was advanced by some 
of the physicians who had given. special 
attention to the subject that the infants of 
New York City were being poisoned by 
yreserved milk, and that many cases of 
tsphoid fever among the young and adults 
eould be attributed to that source. 

If the Court of Appeals sustains the de- 
cision of the Appellate Division in the Bie- 
seker case, there probably cannot be new 
legislation_to guard against the preserva- 
tive evil until next year, which means that 
the poisoning of milk used by the poor in 
the big cities will continue durirg the com- 
ing Summer.

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NEW CHARTER BIL PISSED 
Senate Adopts It and Assembly 
wil Accept It To-Day. 





Committees of both Houses Agree on 
Further Changes—The Mayor Will 
Have the Measure Monday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 3.—The Charter Revision 
bill will be in Mayor Van Wyck’'s hands 
Monday. The Assembly Cities Committee 
held a long session to-night and perfected 
all its amendments to the Senate bill. The 
amended bill will be reported to the As- 
sembly to-morrow and passed. 

There is said to be an understanding be- 
tween the Senate Committee on Cities and 
the Assembly committee by which the 
amendments made by the Assembly are to 
be accepted by the Senate. With such an 
understanding there will be no necessity 
for a joint conference committee, and the 
bill as passed by the Assembly to-morrow 
can be passed in the Senate without delay. 
The pill will probably go to the Public 
Printer to-morrow night and work upon it 
will be rushed, 

The date for the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature will depend upon the time which 
Mayor Van Wyck holds the bill. The story 
that there was an, understanding between 
the majority and minority leaders in the 
Senate that the Mayor would send the bill 
back with his veto within seven days was 
in quite general circulation to-day. If the 
Mayor follows this course the Legislature 
will adjourn on April 12. If he holds it 
the full fifteen days allowed by law ad- 
journment will be deferred until April 19 
or April 20. 

At 1:15 o'clock this afternoon Senator 
Stranahan called up the chafter, but at the 
suggestion of Senator Malby, who desired 
to look over the school section, laid it over 
for ten minutes, saying that it must be 
passed to-day or else adjournment of the 
Legislature would be delayed. Gov. Odell 


, sent in an urgency message permitting the 


bill’s passage without reprinting. 

A little later the Governor's message was 
read, and Senator Stranahan moved the 
bill for final passage. 

Senator Grady said that the charter was 
drafted on the idea that the borough goy- 
ernment was a good thing, for it emphat- 
ically made a lot of small cities instead of 
& great city with a central Government. 
It was a grave mistake. Even the old 


charter was too broad in that line. He par- 
ticularly found fault with the composite 
nature of the Board of Estimate. The Re- 
publicans had stricken out two most im- 
portant officials. The Corporation Counsel 
was left off, when really his legal advice 
was necessary. The President of the Board 
of Taxes should aiso be a mémber of the 
board. It was absolutely necessary that 
he should be there. The provisions, how- 
ever, that attracted most attention was 
that which divided the responsibility in the 
care of the city hospitals. He believed that 
the giving of local societies the right to 
present names for the commission and coin- 
lling the Mayor to confine himself to the 
ist was unconstitutional. Either the Leg- 
islature must name the man in the bill or 
ve the city officials the right to name 
im. 
Senator McCarren said: ‘I don’t blame 
the majority for bowing to the orders of 
the machine to have this bill rushed 


through. Were I in their position, I would 
aronably do the same thing, It was gen- 
erally supposed that the recommendations 


of the- Charter Revision Commissioners— 
appointed by a_Kepublican Governor— 
would stand. These recommendations 
change a triple-headed Dock Commission 
to a single-headed commission. One man 
cannot rightly attend to this important 
bureau. A change is made with the recom- 
mendations of the commission with refer- 
ence to the Health Department. Now a 
hysician has to be a member of the board. 
Ihe changes proposed eliminate this feat- 
ure. Then, again, despite large mass meet- 
ings held in protest, it is proposed to 
change the educational system in vogue in 
Brooklyn for the past forty-five years. It 
is’ proposed to elect Police Magistrates in 
Brooklyn, ;but at the same time it is pro- 
osed to gerrymander the borough so that 
Phe Republican Magistrates only will be 
elected. Then, again, I do not think the 
Board of Aldermen should have charge of 
the sanitary affairs of New York. 

Senator Donnelly said: ‘It’s hard to tell 
what weere debating on. There is no bill 
on our desks that shows the amendments 
proposed. The newspapers give the only 
clue. They seem to indicate an Aldermanic 
gerrymander.”’ 

Senator Cullen offered an amendment to 
have the separate Department of Sewers re- 
tained in the charter. This amendmént was 
lost by a viva voce vote. 

Goacise Stranahan closed the debate. He 


‘“It would be a serious mistake to decen- 
tralize the city government in New York 
so far as an expenditure of money is con- 
cerned. I agree with the Charter Reyision 
Commission generally on this point. There 
has been too much red tape, however, over 
the prosecution of local improvements re- 
quiring the expenditure of money. It is 
now sought to give the boroughs a voice in 
the central authority relative to the ex- 
penditure of money. Officers elected by the 
people and not appointed are to constitute 
this central authority relating to expen- 
ditures. The provision permitting thé May- 
or to remove officers at any time during his 
term effects a great reform. The search- 
light of public criticism will be centred on 
this official, so that the responsibility will 
always be fixed where it belongs.”’ 

On the final roll call Senator Grady made 
a protest against not including proper ap- 

ointive officers on the Board of Estimate. 

e also denounced Ahe great power given 
the City Controller under the bill. 

Senator Hennessey declared that the Bor- 
ough of the Bronx had had a bitter experi- 
ence of seventeen years with the central- 
ized form of city government. Public im- 
provement had been retarded all this time, 
owing to the centralized scheme. There are 
many conflicting provisions in this bill, but 
because it would benefit his district he 
voted yea. 

The bill was passed, yeas 34, nays 14, a 
party vote, —- that Senator Hennessey 
voted for the bill with the Republicans. 

Senator Grady moved to reconsider simply 
to answer Senator Elsberg, who had as- 
serted that the Bellevue amendment was 
to prevent the abuse in that institution. 
The motion to reconsider was withdrawn 
and the bill was sent to the Assembly, 

In the Assémbly the Chair handed ‘down 
the New York City Charter Rivision bill, 
and it was advanced by unanimous consent 
to third reading, with reference. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE BILL DEAD. 


The Bell Measure, Amended to Legal- 
ize Faith Healing, Sent Back to 
Health Committee.

ALBANY, April 3.—The Christian Science 
bill is dead. The Assembly to-day ag a viva 
voce vote decided to recommit it to thé 
Committee on Public Health, together with 
amendments offered by Dr. Henry, Judge 
Lynn, Mr. Harburger, and Mr. Bennett. 
Assemblyman Bell, who introduced the bill, 
made the following statement at the post 

mortem: 

“The New York County Medical Society 
and the New York County Medical Associa- 
tion diagnosed the case differently, and 
while they were quarreling among them- 
selves as to the proper remedies, refusing 
obstinately to call into consultation legisla- 
, tive experts, the patient expired.’’ 

Mr. Bell called up the bill in the Assembly 
to-day at 2 o’clock. At the same time he 
offered three amendments which he thought 
.would put the bill in such shape ‘that it 


would receive the indorsement of the Legis- 
lature. The first of these permitted onl 
licensed physicians to use or prescribe medi- 
cines or drugs; the second prohibited any 
but a licensed physician from treating con- 
tagious or infectious diseases, or rform- 
ing operative surgery, and the third amend- 
ment recognized the practice of osteopathy 
under certain_restrictions. In offering the 
mendments Mr. Bell made the following 
tatement: 
» “At the first public hearing on this bill 
before the Committee on Public Health in 
the Janie chamber I stated that I had 
eived the bill from gentlemen who repre- 
nted the New York County Medical So- 
ciety, and who, I considered, were entitled 
to my absolute confidence. When the bill 





was printed and commented upon by the 
ress, I realized it was a dragnet put out 

y the licensed physicians of the State, and 
gave them a mortgage upon the whole 
medical practice.in the State of New York. 
Then it was that I started in to liberalize 
the bill. It does not make one single 
feather’s weight difference\with me whether 
the bill is passed or not.’ 

Mr. Bell had no sooner stopped talking 
than half a dozen members were on their 
feet appealing for recognition. Five mem- 
bers were recognized successively to offer 
amendments. The amendments were all of 
a character to make the bill impossible. Dr 
monty was then recognized to reply to Mr. 

eu, 

Dr. Henry said that the medical profes- 
sion would not stand for Mr. Bell’s amend- 
ments. The bill as amended by Mr. Bell, 
Dr. Henry said, practically recognized the 
practice of osteopathy. The regular physi- 
clans were strenuously opposed to recogni- 
tion of this alleged new school. 

“At the hearing upon‘ this bill,’’ con- 
tinued Dr. Henry, * the Christian Scientists 
have had a great deal to say about the effi- 
cacy of prayer. I am a believer in the effi- 
eacy of prayer, but I am inclined to doubt 
that the Christian Scientists have the faith 
in prayer which they profess to have when 
I reflect upon the fact that ever since this 
bill came up they have been most persistent 
in lobbying against it. They have told us 
of the wonderful cures they could effect by 
absent treatment, but for reasons best 
known to themselves they have not tried 
much of that kind of treatment on. the 
Legislature. Their praying has all been 
done in the Assembly lobby and in the As- 
sembly chamber.’’ 

When a vote was taken to recommit the 
bill it was carried by so large a majority 
that there was no call for a division. There 
is no prospect that the bill will be heard 
from again at this session. 

Dr. Henry, who is the Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Health, said he’ did 
not regard the campaign made by the physi- 
cians as wasted. The public had been great- 
ly enlightened by it, he said, and as a result 
of this legislation against the quacks would 
be possible at the next session. 





Licenses for Hypnotists.

ported Senator McCabe's bill compelling all 
persons professing to practice hypnotic 
treatment to take out a license. No license 
will be issued to hypnotists who have not

NEW TRANSFER TAX APPRAISER. 


James Yereance Appointed by State 
Controller Knight. 

ALBANY, April 3.—Controller Knight has 
appointed James Yereance of New York 
City transfer tax appraiser in the place 
of Charles B. Page, appointed.as a member 
of the New York City Board of Elections. 





Mr. Yereance is a resident of the Twenty- 
ninth Assembly District, and his appoint- 
ment is directly due to the influence of 
Robert C. Morris, President of the Repub- 
lican County Committee. Mr. Yereance is 
an employe of the Equitable Assurance 
Company, receiving a salary of more than 
$10,000. He was at one time the executive 
member of the County Committee from the 
Twenty-ninth District, and while holding 
that position attracted attention by his fre- 
quent attacks on Senator Platt and his or- 
ganization. 

Outside the committee, he frequently de- 
nounced Platt on both personal and poli- 
tical grounds, and much surprise has been 
manifested in local Republican circles that 
the Senator consented to his appointment, 
For the past two years he has been known 
as an organization man. 


BICYCLE MEN ARE BEATEN, 


Effort to Force Steamboats to Carry 
Bicycles as. Baggage Fails. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, April 3.—Assemblyman Dooling 
to-day made a motion to discharge the 
Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
from the further consideration of the Bi- 
cycle Baggage bill, applying to steamboat 
companies. There is now a law which 
compels the railroad companies to receive 
a bicycle as baggage the same as they 
would a trunk. For two sessions past an 


effort has been made to have this applica- 
tion of this law extended to steamboat 
companies. The League of American 
Wheelmen has been behind the movement. 

Representatives of the league have been 
here for several days past. They have 
done their best to. have the Committee on 
Commerce and Navigation report the 
Dooling bill, but have not been able to 
make any headway. It was atetheir sug- 
gestion that Mr. Dooling made the motion 
to-day to have the committee discharged 
from the further consideration of the bill. 
Mr. Dooling’s motion brought on a lively 
debate, but when the question was put, 
the motion was overwhelmingly defeated, 
the vote being 72 to 28. 

At the present time the man with a 
bicycle is obliged to pay 40 cents to check 
his wheel on a Hudson River steamboat, 
and, moreover, he is obliged to take the 
wheel down into the freight hu.u himself. 
The opposition of the steamboat companies 
to the passage of the bill is said to ‘be 
that they do not wish to be made liable 
for damage done to wheels, having no 
proper place to store them. 





DONNELLY OPPOSES BRACKETT, 


Fights Bill for a. Saratoga Police— 
’ Senator Brackett’s Threat. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, April 3.—There is a legislative 
feud on between Senator Brackett of Sara- 
toga and Senator Donnelly of New York. 
It came about through Senator Donnelly’s 
obstruction in the Senate to-day of a meas- 
ure in which Senator Brackett manifests a 


deep interest. The bill in question is an 
act to organize and establish a police de- 
partment for the village of Saratoga 


Springs, and defining its powers and du- 
ties. The bill was on the calendar of the 
Senate to-day. Senator Brackett was de- 
sirous of having the Committee on Villages 
reconsider it for the purpose of alteration. 
He asked that the Committee on Villages 


be permitted to sit during the session of the 
Senate to go over the biil. 

Senator Donnelly objected. A long par- 
liamentary wrangle ensued. Senator Brack- 
ett explained that he was anxious to have 
the committee report the bill back again 
this aiternoon so that there would be no 
delay in its consideration by the Senate. 
Senator Donnelly .persistently fought the 
Saratoga Senator's motion, and finally the 
argument became so warm that Senator 
Klsberg made the suggestion that the two 
Senators go outside and settle their diffi- 
culties. 

‘“*T would be delighted at the oppor- 
tunity,’”’ said Senator Brackett, striking 
his right fist in his left palm with a sug- 
gestive whack. The Chair on, sided 
with Senator Donnelly, whereupon Senator 
Brackett said: 

**T hereby give notice, so far as I am con- 
cerned, that the courtesy heretofore shown 
members of the minority on purely local 
bills will be withdrawn. I have never been 
outdone in Senatorial courtesy on local 
bills by any member of this Senate,”’ re- 
torted Senator Donnelly, ‘‘ but this is a po- 
litical, mot a local, measure, and I will 
fight it in every way that I can.” 


Mortgage Tax Bill Not Dead. 

ALBANY, April 3.—Senator Stranahan 
to-day denied the published statements 
that the bill to place a State tax on mort- 
gages is dead. ‘* On the contrary,’ he said, 
“the bill-is very much alive and will be 
pushed to passage. I believe that it will 
be enacted into law.” 





The Tenement House Bills Passed. 


ALBANY, April 3.—Gov. Odell sent in an 
urgency message on the tenement house 
bills, and they were passed in the Senate 
to-day, although Senator Grady objected 
on the ground that they would injure poor 
persons wh? lived in small flathouses in 
the suburbs. Senator White denied this, 
saying that the definition of the tenement 
house was the same in the new bills as it 
had been for years in the old law. The 
Governor's, urgency message was read and 
the bills received, 41 votes in the affirma- 
tive to 5 in the negative. 


Butchers’ Sunday Closing Bill Passed.

LEGISLATURE’S PROCEEDINGS. 


ALBANY, April 3.—In the Assembly to- 
day, the Sanders bill, for the protection of 
the public health by preventing contagious 
diseases from spreading through the use of 


old bottles was ‘“ killed.” 

The so-styled ‘‘ Stop, Look, and Listen”’ 
bill of Mr. Bedell, on second reading, 
which provides that persons, before cross- 
ing a railroad track, shall stop, look, and 
listen at a reasonable distance for an ap- 
proaching locomotive, or train, precipitated 
a protracted debate in the Assembly. 
Messrs. Bedell, Swift, Costello, Prince, and 
Schneider favored the bill. 

A motion of Mr. Burnett’s to strike out 
the enacting clause was defeated—59 yeas, 
63 nays. Mr. Bedell accepted an amendment 
of Mr. Fitzgerald, exempting cities of the 
first class. An amendment of Mr. Cook’s, 
to strike out the word ‘‘ Stop’’ was adopt- 
ed—53 to 43. 

An amendment of Leader Frisbie, provid- 
ing for the publication of the provisions of 
the bill for thirteen weeks in two newspa- 
pers, was lost, and the bill was advanced. 

Senator Humphrey’s bill, permitting sav- 
ings banks to invest in the first mortgage 
bonds of certain designated railroads, on 
the order of second reading, was opposed 
by Mr. Sanders of New York. It was final- 
ly made a special order on second and third 
readings for Monday night. 

The Senate received reports of commit- 
tees and Assembly bills for over an_hour 
and a half this morning. Senator Grady 
resumed his duties as leader of the minori- 
ty for the first time in ten days. 

Senator Ellsworth asked for a standing 
excuse for Senator Russell, who is ill at 
his home. 





TO REPORT BILLS FAVORABLY. 
ALBANY, April 3.—The Assembly Codes 
Committee will report to-morrow for, re- 
printing and recommittal the Weekes 
Anti-Poolroom bill. The bill has been 
amended so that a punishment of less than 
one year’s imprisonment upon conviction 
may be inflicted. The date at which the

The Brooks bill to permit amateur boxing 
bouts will be reported for reprinting and 
recommittal to-morrow by the same com- 
mittee.

The Assembly Public Health Committee 
will to-morrow report favorably the Weekes 
bill to prevent adulteration of and decep- 
tion in the sale of drugs, chemicals, and 
ether substances. 7 

The Assembly General Laws Committee 
will to-morrow report favorably Mr. Ben- 
net’s so-styled ‘‘ Little Coney Island’’ bill, 
which prohibits public dance halls in New 
York City where liquor is sold from carry- 
ing on operations within half a mile of any 
cathedral, 


The New State Flag Unfurled. 


ALBANY, April 3.—A new State flag, 
made legal by the action of Gov. Odell, was 
flung to the breeze at 11 o'clock this 
morning from the staff over the State Cap- 
itol, in a drenching downpour. It was made 
the legal flag of the State through the 
provisions of a bill of Senator Ellsworth, 
signed by the Governor this morning. The 
bill changes the color of the flag from buff 
to blue. In anticipation of the action of 
the Governor, State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Buildings Bender had a new flag pre- 
pared, and when the legislative session 
opened, it was unfurled for the. first time. 


Anti-Canal Bill Men to Fight the Bill. 
ALBANY, April 3.—The anti-canal men, 
nothing daunted by the introduction of the 
twenty-six-million-dollar Canal Improve- 
ment bill, have prepared to fight it to the 
last ditch. Assemblyman S. W. Smith of 
Columbia, one of the leaders of the anti- 
canal forces, is quoted as saying that the 
Governor may be able to force the passage 
of the bill, but that the people will never 
vote to expend $26,000,000 on a_ useless 
works such as the bill contemplates.

JOSIAH FLYNT NOT FOUND. 


Capt. Titus Again Denounces the Man 
Who Accused the Police—No De- 
tective with Criminal Record. 


Commissioner Murphy said yesterday

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*sooner this population is thinned out, the 





THE PORTO RICAN EXODUS 


Men and Women Anxious to Leave 
the Island for Hawaii. 


Best Laborers Flee from the Distress 
Said to Exist in Their Na- 
tive Land. ah © 


PONCE, Porto Rico, March 28.—Another 
expedition of Hawaiian-bound emigrants 
salied for New Orleans on the steamer Cal- 
ifornian, Capt. Dyer, from Guanica, yes- 
terday. There were 899 in the party, divid- 
ed.as follows: Adult males, 395; adult fe- 
males, 252; boys, 81; girls, 82; infants, sex 
unclassified, 89. The expedition was em- 
barked from the little town of Guanica, 
consequently there was no chance for the 
anti-emigration element to influence those 
who had decided to leave Porto Rico. 

A few handbills telling of the ‘days of 
slavery under Chinese masters that were 
before the sons of Porto Rico who were 
leaving their native land,’’ were distribut- 
ed, but the ship got away without trouble. 
The correspondent stood at the vessel's 
ladder as each boatload came aboard, and 
noticed the happy bearing of the emigrants, 
who all seemed anxious to leave Porto 
Rico. Out of the entire shipment, only four 
changed their minds after boarding the 
ship, while all were’ given the chance to go 
ashore if they wished. 

Yesterday’s expedition was composed of 
the finest-appearing lot of people yet to 
leave for Hawaii. As the numbers of men, 
women, and children on the list denote, 
nearly all the travelers comprised entire 
families. A few single and attractive young 


women, unaccompanied by any male rela- 
tives, joined the ship, but as_ there were 
also a number of bachelors on board, Capt. 
Dyer, or the ship’s doctor, may have an 
opportunity of performing the marriage 
ceremony before reaching Hawaii. 

The women in the party leaving by the 
Californian seemed to be in better physical 
condition than the men. With few _excep- 
tions, the men seemed anaemic. If this 
same shipload of emigrants should come 
from Southern Europe, it is not probable 
that over 15 per cent. of them would pass 
the Barge Office at New York. But they 
were fair specimens of Porto Rico’s labor- 
ing class; and were as sturdy as the gen- 
eral run of Porto Ricans. With a few 
months of intelligent treatment and a diet 
of good and nourishing food, they will 
make good workers, and, taking their fam- 
ilies as they do, they will soon be at home 
in’ Hawaii, and, if they are treated con- 
siderately, should prove of value to their 


employers. = 
While on their way to New Orleans, the 
emigrants, most of whom were in rags 


when embarking, will be cheaply but sub- 
stantially clothed at the expense of the 
Hawaiian Sugar Planters’ Association, and 
the entire party will. be vaccinated. Ra- 
tions of codfish, beef, potatoes, rice, beans, 
bread, and coffee are served twice daily. 
A Porto Rican cannot be -forced to eat 
breakfast, so his morning meal is simply 
bread and coffee and he asks nothing bet- 
“<The only reasonable objection advanced 
so far to this emigration from Porto Rico 
is that the island’s best laborers are leav- 
ing. The recruit ng agents have orders to 
enlist no Spaniards, and no blacks of un- 
mixed blood are taken, the idea being, 
presumably, to have the men marry Ha- 
waiian women and thus lose their identity 
with Porto Rico. In all events, after be- 
ing transported so far, it is not likely that 
they will ever return. It is considered 
that Porto Rico is over-populated, and the 


better off Porto Rico will be. 

The number of Porto Ricans who have 
lately so willingly emigrated to Hawaii, 
there to seek a livelihood under unknown 
conditions, is regarded as conclusive proof 
that want and even starvation exist here, 
and as a direct and emphatic contradic- 
tion of statements to the effect that the 
island is enjoying prosperity and comfort. 
The argument is made that no man will 
leave his native land unless forced to do 
so’ by stress of circumstance, and that un- 
der Spain Porto Ricans never emigrated. 

Trl four men who yesterday decided not 
to. make the trip on the Californian were 
no sooner put ashore than their places 
were filled from a party of 200 who were 
enxicus and waiting to go. No more could 
be. taken, however, as the ship was 
crowded. 

The agents who have been endeavoring 
to secure laborers to work on McDonald's 
railroad in Ecuador are having but little 
success. They say they can employ 3,000 
men. Judging from the reports of. the 
treatment of Jamaican laborers. there, 
Ecuador is ‘not a desirable country for 
emigrants, and the Jamaican Government 
has prohibited further emigration. It is 
expected that the. Ecuador agents will 
send a smali shipvload of emigrants to 
Ecuador some time in April. It has been 
suggested that the authorities might ex- 
amine and report on the conditions exist- 
ing in Ecuador, and especially among the 
Jaborers on this Guayaquil-Quito railroad, 
before allowing Porto Ricans to emigrate 


thither. 
GOOD OUTLOOK FOR CROPS. 


Perto Rico Has Recovered from the 
Cyclone’s Effects. 


PONCE, Porto Rico, March 28.—Indica- 
tions in this part of the island. point to an 
exceedingly large coffee and sugar crop. 
The De Ford estate, near Guayamas, prob- 
ably the largest on the island, will grind its 
first crop this year, and if this comes up 
to expectations will ship nearly $1,000,- 
000 worth of sugar this Spring. A native 
planter near Guanica will soon ship $10,000 
worth of sugar, and other planters have 
good crops in view. Agriculturally, Porto 
Rico has almost entirely recovered from 
the effects of the cyclone of nearly two 
years ago. 

The fruit outlook is good, but owing to the 
time required for maturing fruits, will pro- 
duce no returns for two or three years. A 
year ago there was hardly an acre of fruit 
under cultivation in Porto Rico. Several 
Floridians, driven from their State by 
frosts, came here and settled, and are now 
waiting for their fruit trees to blossom. In 
fruit production, questions of transporta- 
tion must be carefullly considered, and 
fruit property must be near a port or on 
one of the short railroads. Good fruit land 
is worth from $8 to $70 an acre, according 
to location. 

Fhe shippers of New Orleans find in Por- 
to Rico a good market for rice. The Cali- 
fornian, which arrived here last week from 
New Orleans, brought 5,000 packages of 
rice, which were disposed of very readily. 
Riee, and codfish from Nova Scotia, brought 
here in schooners, is the chief diet of the 
Porto Rican.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Among the 
members of the House of Representatives 
who have endeavored to inform themselves 
of the conditions and prospects in Cuba by 
personal visitation is Representative John 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, who ‘has just 
reached Washington after a stay of two 
weeks on the island. Mr. Dailzell is a care- 
ful observer, and he enjoyed the advantage 
of an opportunity for comparison, having 
visited Cuba just after the occupation by 
the United States forces. 

“Tl was in Cuba two years ago,” said 
Representative Dalzell, to-day, ‘‘ and there- 
fore could appreciate on my recent visit the 
remarkable change in conditions in the 
island since that time. Take Havana, for 
example. Two years ago when I was there 
the streets were filthy, and the importuni- 
ties of beggars arene, Stans. To-day Ha- 
vana is as clean as Washington, and I did 
not see a beggar in the whole city. The 
army officers in charge have accomplished 
wonders. I investigated the Department 
of Charities and other departments and was 
astounded at the work performed by of- 
ficers who had had no previous training in 
civil administration. 

‘With regard to the political situation, I 
think there are few men in the island, ex- 
cept the politicians, who do not favor the 
acceptance of the conditions of independ- 
enee imposed by the Platt amendment. But 
the politicians are disposed to play a wait- 
ing game. I think even they would yield 
at-once if it were not for the encourage- 
ment they receive from the anti-Adiminis- 
tration press in the United States. As it is, 
J believe they will stand out uritil Congress 
meets and then, finding that we will not 
modify our terms, they will accept the con- 
ditions. 

“The better element in Cuba favors ulti- 
mate annexation ‘to the United States, but 





e that a large proportion agree that 
fe'hed better come after a 1 of inde- 
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pendence has been made. There never was 
. Gay when Cuba wes as happy as she is 
o-day.”’ 


THE-FRAUDS AT MANILA. 


Gen. MacArthur Cables that They Are 
Not of Sufficient Gravity to 
Cause Concern. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Gen. MacAr- 
thur to-day sent a dispatch to the War De- 
partment tosthe effect that fhe commissary 
frauds recently unearthed there are not as 
serious as reported. He says: 

“Commissary frauds being investigated; 
not sufficient gravity to cause concern; ap- 
parently due irregularity sales savings. 
Press reports inexact and misleading.” 

Gen. MacArthur's dispatch, as well as 
other information received concerning the 
frauds, leave considerable doubt as to the 
exact character of these alleged pecula- 


tions. Gen. MacArthur speaks of “ sales.” 
These sales consist of savings by the sol- 
diers on the regular rations issued, which 
they are allowed to dispose of for their own 
benefit. 

Generally the savings are made a com- 
pany matter and are disposed of in bulk to 
the highest bidder. They may be returned to 
the Commissary Department and bought in 
by the Government at cost price, but there 
is no. reason why they should not be sold 
elsewhere if the managers of the company 
fund should so desire. As army rations do 
not pay the usual duty imposed*on similar 





goods used for private consumption, the 
soldiers could make quite a profit on their 
savings if they were of considerable 


amount. 

Sales from commissary stores, not in- 
cluded in the regular ration, are made to 
officers and men, but only upon a certifi- 
cate or declaration that they are for the 
personal use of the. purchaser, It is said 
that no great amount of such sales could 
be used by any person or persons without 
detection. Oficérs or men purchasing such 
stores and reselling them would be guilty 
of violating the Army Regulations and 
would be subject to court-martial. 

As to the other savings, they are upon the 
regulation rations issued to each company. 
They might be in flour, meat, sugar, or any 
number of staple articles included in the 
ration. The money procured for the sale of 
such savings is usually devoted to the pur- 
chase of such supplies as are not included 
in the ration, and many delicacies and va- 
rieties of food are thus secured by the men 
in garrison or camp. 


Smallpox in the Eleventh Infantry. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 3.—Owing to the 
discovery of a case of smallpox among the 
men of the Eleventh Infantry, the regi- 


ment will not sail for Manila on the trans- 
port Kilpatrick on April 5, as had been 
planned. Two companies of the regiment 
are to be detained at Angel Island until 
danger of the spread of the disease is past. 


SHELL EXPLODED ON WARSHIP. 


Occurrence on the Kentucky Not Re- 
garded as Showing that the Type 
of Ammunition Is Unsafe. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—A report from 





the Kentucky, now in Chinese waters, men-: 


tionsPincidentally that in target practice a 
thirteen-inch shell exploded at the muzzle 
of the gun. 

As there was a similar accident on board 
the Kearsarge some time ago, this second 
occurrence, which took place about a 
month ago, gave rise when it became 
known to suggestions that this type of am- 
munition was not safe. Naval officers, 
however, feel no anxiety about it, and the 
Navy Department is paying no attention 
to the accident on the Kentucky. Admiral 
O’Neil, Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, said 
when questioned about it: 

* It is not infrequent for shells to burst 
when leaving a gun, or even in the bore. 
Two out of every hundred are tested; it is 
of course impossible to destroy the whole 
hundred in tests, and it is not possible to 
make sure that among the shells there will 
not be some which are defective. There is 
nothing extraordinary about it, and noth- 
ing to arouse any particular interest on the 
part of the department. It was merely an 
incidental reference in the report, which 
otherwise described the practice as highly 
satisfactory. The only reason that the pub- 
lic hears more of these things now than 
was formerly the case is that we now have 


more ships, more guns, and more practice.”’ 
The premature explosion on the Kear- 
sarge did some damage, making rough 


places in the rifling. Admiral O’Neil says 
that this was not the case with the ex- 
plosion on the Kentucky, which did no 
damage at all. He also says that although; 
such explosions are not infrequent, the 
Kearsarge case was the only one in which 
any damage was done to the gun. Even 
2 the Kearsarge case the gun can still be! 
fired. 


Commissioner Yerkes Issues Circular 
on Brokers’ Transactions. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Yerkes has issued a 
comprehensive set of regulations governing 
special taxes of brokers, dealers, traders, 
and taxes on transactions set out in Para- 


graphs 2 and 38 of Schedule A of the new 
Revenue Reduction act of-March 2, 1901. 
These regulations are addressed to Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue for whose guid- 
ance they are intended. ~They hold broadly 
that a tax of $50 per annum is imposed on 
all persons and associations pretending to 
deal in grain, provisions, cotton, and secu- 
rities, but whose customers understand 
that settlements are to be made by differ- 
ences and that the transactions are to be 
deemed terminated on certain prices being 
reached. 

Regular brokers and commercial brokers 
paying taxes as such, whether members of 
an Exchange or Board of Trade or not, 
must also pay the bucketshop tax hereto- 
fore mentioned, where they have private 
wires running to their office elsewhere and 
do a business in the nature of a bucket- 
shop business incidentally to their regular 
business as legitimate brokers. , 

Every person, association, or corporation 
named in ear eerers 3 of the act must de- 
liver to. the other party to each contract 
such as is described, a written memoran- 
dum containing a special specification of 
the agreement to which, before delivery, 
shall be affixed a stamp denoting payment 
of a tax of 2 cents on each $100 face value 
covered or pretended to be covered by the 
transaction. No memoranda or tax are re- 
quired on the settlement of these transac- 
tions. 

Attention is especially called to the fact 
that under Paragraph 9, Schedule A, a tax 
of 10 cents must be paid on each memo- 
randum of sale or contract of any goods, 
merchandise, stocks, bonds, or exchange, 
rokers’ notes, notes of hand, real estate, or 
other property issued by brokers, nothwith- 
standing the law may not absolutely re- 
quire any memorandum of the transaction 
to be made, this provision being applicable 
where the transaction evidenced is not tax- 
able under any other provision of the law. 


NEW YORK’S POSTAL RECEIPTS. 


They Amounted to $2,746,700 for the 
Last Quarter. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Postmaster Van 
Cott of New York City has reported to the 
Post Office Department that the gross re- 
ceipts of his office for the quarter ended 
March 31 were $2,746,700, against $2,503,367 
for the corresponding quarter a year ago. 
This makes an increasé of 9.72 per cent. in 
New York’s postal business.

MONEY ORDERS FOR CANADA. 


New Arrangement Reduces Charges 
and Extends the: System. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—-An arrange- 
ment has just been concluded between the 
United States and Canada under which all 
postal moneys sent between this. countty 
and Canada will go at the domestic rate 
of three-tenths of 1 per cent., instead of 
the international rate of 1 per cent., as at 
present. This concession is regarded as 


more important to the money order busi- 
ness than any action taken since the in- 
ception of the system, 

Negotiations had been in progress for 
some time between the respective, postal 
administrations looking to the further uni- 
fication of the postal systems of the 
United States and Canada with respect to 
the money order business. The money or- 
ders annually sent to Canada now aggre- 
gate about $2,000,000, and in the other di- 
rection a little less than that amount. The 
exchange of these orders is now restricted 
to. 4,000 offices in this country, but under 
the new arrangement will be extended to 
30,000 offices in this country, any money 
order office in either country being’ au- 
thorized to issue or pay them. 

It is expected that the radical reduction 
in the rate will treble the business. The 
reduction is especially important to busi- 
ness interests along the border. It is 
probable that similar arrangements will 
be. made with the, Philippines, Cuba, and 
elsewhere. '

EFFORTS TO BE MADE TO ' 
STOP PIGEON SHOOTING 


President of the S. P. C. A. Will Try 
to Educate the Public. 











Believes that by Showing the Brutality 
of the Sport, Public Sentiment 
Will Force Legislative Action. 





‘““We can do nothing more than we have 
done and are doing to prevent the slaugh- 
ter of pigeons at Inter-State Park, Queens, 
Long Island,’ said John P. Haines, Presi- 
dent of the American Society for the Pre- 
ventiom’ of Crue'ty to Animals, yesterday. 

“IT have read the reports of the so-called 
sporting tournament now in progress there, 
and will say that the criticisms printed in 
THE New Yor«K Times are entirely justi- 
fied. Trap-shooting as it is being carried 
on by these men is not sport, and it is 
not so considered by the League of Amer- 
ican Sportsmen, if the second section of 
the first article of that body’s constitution 


is worth the paper it is written on. The 
objects of the league shall be, according 
to that section, ‘the preservation and 


propagation of game and game fishes; the 
education of men, women, and children to 
a love of nature and of nature’s works; to 
a proper respect for the game laws and a 
proper abhorrence for the custom so preva- 
lent to-day, among men and boys, of ill- 
ing every living thing found in the woods 
for the mere sake of killing.’ 

“The law of 1875, which was passed in 
spite of this society’s opposition, permits 
trap shooting under the auspices of in- 
corporated societies, provided that ‘in each 
case, as soon as they can be captured or 
taken after being shot, such pigeons, if 
living, shall be immediately killed.’ We 
send men to these shoots for the purpose 
of seeing that the law is complied with, 


and, as a matter of fact, the killing at 
Inter-State Park ‘was stopped five times 
last Monday and three times yesterday 
until wounded birds could be retrieved. 


‘Our representatives are sworn officers 


of the law and are empowered to make 
arrests.”’ 

The law of 1875, referred to by Mr. 
Haines, reads: 


‘““None of the provisions of law hereto- 
fore enacted for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals within this State shall be con- 
strued to prohibit or interfere with the 
shooting, by members of sportsmen’s clubs 
er incorporated societies, of pigeons; pro- 
vided that, in each case, as soon as they 
can be captured or taken after being shot, 
such pigeons, if living, shall immediately 
be killed.” 

While this measure was pending at Al- 
bany, the society’s arguments against it 
were met with the assertion that shooting 
was the most humane way of _ killing 
pigeons, and that the slaughtered birds 
were invariably used for food. Efforts have 
been made to, repeal the law, but repre- 
sentatives of gun clubs and sporting asso- 
ciations have always thrown their in- 
fluence against a repeal, using precisely 
the same argument set forth more than 
twenty-five years ago. Nothing is said by 
these associations of the thousands of 
wounded birds that are not retrieved, and 
that die miserably as the result of their 
injuries and of starvation. 

“I do not think,’’ continued Mr. Haines, 
‘‘that the present Legislature will take any 
action. As I understand the law, it would 
at this late date require a special emer- 
gency message from the Governor. That 
we could hardly hope for. What we aim 
at now is an educated public sentiment, 
which will demand remedial legislation. 

“I wish to say that I have every faith 
in the men from this office who are at- 
tending the Inter-State Park tournament. 
They will do everything they can within 
the law to prevent cruelty.” 

Mr. Haines further said that inanimate 
targets, such as clay pigeons, have been 
so perfected that they afford a much better 
opportunity to,test marksmanship than 
live birds released from a trap. 

Among the callers on Mr. Haines yester- 
day was Ralph Waldo Trine, the author 
of a number of books on humanitarian sub- 


jects. He hs” in times past taken a lively 
interest in ciforts to prevent the chasing, 
coursing, or killing of any kind of captured 


animal or bird. Later in the day he went 
to Inter-State Park to see for himself 
what was going on there. He will also 
attend the tournament to-day, and if he 
sees what he conceives to be a violation 
of law, he will probably report it. To a 
reporter for THE NEW YORK Times Mr. 
Trine said: 

‘‘I am inclined to think that the law of 
1875 governing trap-shooting has not been 
strictly enough construed. It provides that 
wounded birds, as soon as they can be 
captured, shall ‘immediately be killed.’ I 
would take this to mean that extraordinary 
efforts must be taken to retrieve a bird as 
soon as it is wounded, and not that they 
are to be rounded up at intervals. 

“The idea that such slaughter as is being 
done at Inter-State Park is sport is a pre- 
posterous one. I know nothing of the com- 
mercial side of the event referred to in THE 
New YoOrK TIMES, but I do know that true 
sportsmanship, to which I do not object, 
requires a knowledge of woodcraft and an 
alertness of both mind and body that may 
be wholly lacking in trap-shooting. 

“In the woods the hunted animal has 
some show. Nature has given bird and 
beast an acute sense of self-preservation, 
The wing of the partridge is as much a 
means of defense as the fowling piece is a 
weapon of offense. The hunted and the 
hunter are, it may be said, on equal terms. 

‘““How different with the bird released 
from a trap! Captivity has confused it, and 
it is at a tremendous disadvantage. No 
wonder only about one in thirty escapes un- 
scathed. Compared with such slaughter, 
pot-hunting in the woods almost mounts to 
the dignity of sportsmanship. 

** By the bye, who ever heard of a man in 
the field bagging twenty-nine out of every 
thirty birds flushed by his dog?”’ 

Mr. Trine called on Ernest H. Crosby 
Tuesday and conferred with him on the 
subject of trap-shooting. Mr. Crosby prom- 
ised his co-operation, and the subject of a 
meeting to protest against the wanton kill- 
ing of noes was discussed. Such a meet- 
ing will probably be held. 


BIRD SLAUGHTER CONDEMNED. 


MR. CROSBY'S PROTEST. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You are to be congratulated upon the ad- 
mirable and humane work done by* your 
representative in reporting the so-called 
“Grand American pigeon-shooting handi- 
eap.’”’ In three or four days 20,000 pigeons 
are slaughtered at this meeting, and no 
small proportion of them are maimed and 
left to die in agony for hours. The usual 
pretence ef killing animals for food does 
not exist, for most of the birds are so rid- 
died with shot that eating them is out of 
the question. The bird is exposed at a dis- 
tance of only ninety feet from the ‘ gports- 
man’’ who has already leveled his ‘piece, 
and the chances of escape are almost nil. 

I wish that all of your readers who are 
accustomed to pass over the sporting col- 
umns would make it a point to read these 
reports of a mean, cowardly, and disgust- 
ing ‘‘sport.’’ There is not the first ele- 
ment of manliness in it from beginning to 
end and the fact that it should flourish in 
the City of New York is a sign of our lack 
of civilization. Let it be remembered, too, 
that this meeting is no spontaneous out- 
burst of the ‘‘ sporting ’”’ spirit, but a care- 
fully engineered advertisement for the sale 
of sporting goods. It is mere commercial- 
ized cruelty. 

What is: the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals doing? Is the perfunc- 
tory and unsuccessful attempt to have the 
maimed birds dispatched all that it ean do 
with its great prestige and resources? Why 
is it not filling the prone with protests like 
mine? Is it impossible for it to put an end 
to such offensive brutality? It is enough 
to make Henry Bergh turn in his grave, 
that such scenes are permitted in the very 
shadow of his society. It would be a good 
thing for the Audubon Society to undertake 
to rouse public opinion on this matter. If 
such national meetings must be held, let 
it be where they belong—in neighborhoods 
where negroes are burned to make a holi- 
day—and not in our nae of New York.

PIGEON SHOOT PUT OFF 


Rain Delayed Grand American 
Handicap and Reprieved Birds. 


CONTEST TO BE HELD TO-DAY 


Gunners at Inter-State Park Met and 
Raised $2,500 to Send American 


fi Team to England. 


pigeon shooters, eager for 
slaughter, gathered at Inter-State Park, 
Queens, L. I., yesterday morning, in antici- 
pation of the opening of the Grand Ameri- 
can Handicap, the shooting event that has 
caused the devotees of the so-called sport 
to assemble in New York from all parts of 
the United States. The weather, however, 
disappointed the gunners and spared the 
birds for a brief interval, for dripping skies 
and a steady and persistent rainfall de- 
layed the start of the shoot so long that 
the greatest massacre of pigeons sched- 
uled for the week of the National pigeon 
shooters’ meeting eventually had _ to be 
postponed until to-day. 

The decision to postpone was not reached 


until well along in the aftérnoon, though 
even ‘after the delay in the morning the 
managers of the park still hoped to begin 
and kept the gunners waiting for the 
weather to clear up, the announcement be- 
ing made that if the rain stopped, the 
Grand American would be begun anyhow, 
and as many birds as possible would be 
shot. before the light failed in the evening. 
It thus happened that the men who were to 
do the Kitt ng and the cooped birds that 
were to be killed moped together through 
the morning hours, while rain descended in 
torrents, the men finally tiring and begin- 
ning to disperse and return to New York 
the pigeons remaining in their coops and 
eotes, their innocent lives lengthened by 
twenty-four hours by the happy interven- 
tion of the weather. 

Not all of them were so fortunate as to 
get the full benefits of the reprieve how- 
ever, for about fifty of the visiting gun- 
ners, who are stopping 3t the Casino, at 
Inter-State Park, and who did not care to 
visit the city, demanded amusement in the 
afternoon, and, disappointed in their ex- 
pectation of the greater excitement and 
slaughter in the Grand American, organized 
impromptu shoots at living targets, the 
killing then taking the torm of ‘‘ miss and 
out” contests. 

On the whole, the number of pigeons 
killed or maimed was vastly less than on 
the earlier days of the tournament, but 
that did not prevent the repetition on a 
smaller scale of the sights that have beer 
common since Monday. Grievously wound- 
ed pigeons got far enough out of the reach 
of the boys employed to retrieve the killed 
and wounded to lisger for hours, dying 
all along ‘the fence sides and on the out- 
skirts of the grc@ids, and though the 
managers of the park had issued orders 
that all crippled birds were to be captured 
and killed at once, to gather all was im- 
possible, even had the lads to whom the 
task had been intrusted been disposed to 
carry out the instructions. 

Within the immediate vicinity of the 
Casino, however, the cripples were caught 
and put out of their misery in as speedy 
@ manner as possible. Early in the day the 
agents of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, who have been in at- 
tendance through the week, were on hand, 
but the postponement of the Grand Ameri- 
can apparently relieved them from further 
responsibility, and they returned to. New 
York. Uniformed policemen remained, but 
there was no interference by them, the 
management, according to the Sergeant in 
command, having conformed with all thé 
requirements of the law. The policemen, 
with few exceptions, carried home with 
them packages of dead pigeons, and seemed 
to enjoy the shoot rather than otherwise. 
To-day it is the intention of the managers 
to start the Grand American Handicap, 
ahich is a shoot at twenty-five living tar- 
gets for each gunner, at 9 o'clock, and 

ush the shooting with the purpose of fin- 
shing the competition by the end of the 
day.

YACHT. 


The English-Built Boat Will Take the 
Piace of Atalanta. 

It was officially announced yesterday 
that, through the agency of Gardner & 
Cox, George J. Gould had chartered the 
English steam yacht Sybarite for the com- 
ing season. The Sybarite is a splendidly 
equipped yacht of 924 tons register and 
with a water-line measurement of 220 feet. 
Much. interest was shown in yachting cir- 
cles during the last few days, as it was ru- 
mored that this deal was going through. 
Until yesterday, however, no official con- 
firmation of the rumor was made. 

Ever since Mr. Gould sold his Atalanta 
to the Venezuelan Government to be con- 
verted into a gunboat he has been looking 
for another yacht to take the Atalanta’s 

lace. In securing the Sybarite he has se- 
ected a vessel which up to date is easily 
the finest of all yachts recently chartered 
or bought on the other side. 

The Sybarite was built in 1893 by the 
Naval Construction and Armament Com- 

any, the predecessors of Vickers’ Sons & 
Maxim. for Lord Ashburton. Her steaming 
radius at that time was said to be 5,000 
miles at a speed of 124% knots an hour. In 
1897 Lord Ashburton sold the vessel, then 
named the Venetia, to Whitaker Wright, 
who renamed her Sybarite. Her other di- 
meé@nmsions besides those named are: Depth, 
18:9 feet; beam, 29.15 feet. 

The Sybarite’s engines and boilers are 
the very best, of most modern construction, 
and give her a maximum speed of fourteen 
knots, with a cruising speed of twelve 
knots. The Sybarite will appear in these 
waters about June 1, and will carry a crew 
of about fifty men.

Under the old system 
there was no regulation which prevented a 
pitcher from sending balls to a baseman or 
any other player for the purpose of keeping 
his own hand in trim at the beginning of 
each inning. The rule that will now be en- 
forced compels a pitcher to deliver the ball 
to the batsman within twenty seconds from 
the time that the batsman takes his posi- 
jion at the plate. The pitcher is also pro- 
hibited from delivering the ball to any 
other player after the batter takes his 
place in the box. For each violation of the 
rule the pitcher will be penalized a ball.

What 
Russia does not seem to know is how to 
deal with the public opinion of the en- 
lightened part of the world. Because, 
through a breach of faith with the other 
Powers, she can proceed to the partition 
of China ja her own separate interest, 
and against her own solemn engage- 
ments, she seems to hold that the acqui- 
sition of Manchuria is “‘ an accomplished 
fact.” But that conclusion looks hasty 
and mistaken. Because she can bully 
China, that she can 
bully all mankind, as seems to have been 
the premature Russian conclusion. 

Even China has plucked up heart 
enough, under the encouragement of Eu- 
rope and Japan, to protest to Russia, and 
to call the attention of that perfidious 
Power to the breaches of faith it has 
committed against her. We have no rea- 
son to suppose that the mere exposure 
of Russian perfidy would have any ef- 
fect upon the susceptibilities of Russian 
agents in the Far East. But, if they are 
the knowledge that 

not only the Chinese protest, but the 

grounds of it, are understood by the 
trading nations, ought to exercise a re- 
straining influence upon them. For of 
course the trading nations would prefer 

China to Russia as the ruler of Manchu- 

ria. They would prefer China, if upon 

no other grounds, upon the same grounds 
upon which the frogs in the fable pre- 
ferred King Log to King Stork. 

It is all very well for Russia to serve 
ultimata on China. But it is not the 
same thing when she is serving ultimata 
upon all mankind. And that is precisely 
what she is now openly engaged in doing. 
"The Associated Press dispatch which we 

> printed yesterday from St. Petersburg 
not only must have passed the Russian 
censorship, which is an indication of its 
authenticity that is not to be belittled. 

But it is also so carefully and skillfully 

worded that it may safely be held to be 
Here is the 


wording of the most pregnant clause: 


It might easily happen that Russia would 
regard the contingency, mentioned in the 
August circular as a possibility, as being an 
actuality. That is, that the Powers, by 
warning China against accepting the Man- 
churia arrangement, had rendered impossi- 
tle the withcrawal of Russia.

In everyday English, this means that 
Russia, stil) holding Manchuria, may 
hold the Powers responsible for her hold- 
ing it, by preventing her from withdraw- 
ing from it on terms that protected her 
interests and her prestige. But, in as- 
suming that nobody is prepared to with- 
stand her aggressions, Russia seems to 
be reckoning without her host. Japan, 
it appears, has enough interest in pre- 
~. venting her acquisition of Manchuria 

to resist it, to the shedding

terest, we have announced, is not suf- 
ficient, to justify us in going to war to 

@efend it. But we have made ng secret 

‘of the fact that our neutrality toward 

any Power which finds it worth while to 

fight Russia to prevent her theft of Man- 
churia will be a highly benevolent. neu- 
trality. So, by an equal reason, will be 
that of Great Britain. Apparently it wil!

INTERNATIONAL IRON AND STEEL 
COMPETITION. 

For more than a year the statistics of 
international! trade in iron and steel have 
attracted an unusual share of public at- 
tention. As might be expected, there has 
been a good deal of juggling with the 
‘figures of iron and steel exports to prove 

_ economic theses. From one point of 
view it has been held that the suddenly 
. acquired importance of this country as a 
source of supply for the markets of the 
world is wholly due to an economic pol- 
icy followed for nearly half a century, 
and which, whatever its promised and 
_ accomplished benefits, was not designed 
to foster international trade. From the 
opposite standpoint it appears that the 
present prominence of our iron and steel 
industries in international competition is 
not because of but in spite of that pol- 
fey. Others hold that our economic pol- 
_ fey has had nothing to do with the mat- 
‘ter, one way or the other; that a new 
country, rich in virgin resources advan- 
tageously disposed, could not in any 
marked degree stimujate or retard 
through as long a period as a quarter of 
a century an industrial development -so 
, essential to its material welfare as that 
~- of fron and steel manufacture. They ar- 
gue that no artificial system of imposts 
operating as a scheme of indirect boun- 


ties was needed to give to superior nat- 
ural advantages an overshadowing im- 
portance in international trade, and that 
had our economic policy stood in the way 
of the normal development of our re- 
sources it would have been overturned 
long ago. The impressions likely to be 
drawn from the sensationgl declarations 
and admissions of English newspapers, 
and to a less extent from those of Ger- 
many, are not always correct. They are 
apt to reflect extreme views, especially 
those which are intended to impress 
British workmen with the fact that the 
of their obstinate adher- 
ence to ancient habits and trades union 
rules of their own devising is handicap- 
ping British industry and putting them 
as compared with

American workmen. 

The competition for supremacy in the 
production of iron and steel has nar- 
rowed down to that of three countries— 
the United States, Germany, and Great 
Britain. From anything now visible it is 
likely to remain thus restricted for many 
years. In Russia the Government is do- 
ing much to foster the development of 
the vast and varied natural resources of 
the empire by substantial encourage- 
the direction of the best 
technical talent which can be attracted 
from other What this may 
lead to is rather a matter of speculation 
than of estimate. So far 
judged from the outside,

Russia is not 
yet ready for an important industrial de- 
velopment, and will not be until her so- 
cial conditions have improved. France 
lacks abundance and variety of natural 
resources; the same is true of Belgium. 
For the present, therefore, the three 
countries named as competitors for su- 
premacy in iron and steel production are 
likely to continue in the relative posi- 
tions they now occupy, both toward each 
other and toward other producing coun- 
tries. Together they produce about 78 
per cent. of the iron and 82 per cent. of 
the steel made in the world. Up to 1885 
Great Britain led in both branches of the 
industry. In that year our steel product, 
which somewhat exceeded 1,700,000 tons, 
passed that of the United Kingdom, and 
has led it ever since. By 1890 the steel 
output of this country exceeded that of 
Great Britain by nearly 750,000 tons, 
having attained the impressive total of 
4,346,000 tons. Since then the develop- 
ment of steel manufacture in the United 
States has been so rapid as to confuse 
statistics and disconcert prophecy. By 
1898 Great Britain had then fallen be- 
hind Germany in the race. Of the total 
production of the world in that 
year, this country made 37.6 per cent., 
Germany 23.9 per cent., and Great Brit- 
ain 19.3 per cent. Germany gained the 
second place in 1897. As the purpose of 
this article is not statistical, it is suffi- 
cient to state that since 1898 the condi- 
tions thus established have been em- 
phasized and accentuated by a natural 
development along the lines indicated. 
How long these conditions will last is 
a question the answer to which will de- 
pend a good deal upon the temperament 
of the one who makes it. The analogies 
of history furnish no basis for a con- 
clusion on this point. The world moves 
faster every year than it did the year 
before, and a comparison of one decade 
with another is quite impossible in any 
useful or instructive way: Our present 
advantage resides chiefly in the abun- 
dance and economy of mining of raw 
materials and relatively cheap transpor- 
tation by rail. But it should be remem- 
bered that the undeveloped resources of 
the world are incalculable in extent and 
variety, and that, as affecting the cost 
of transportation, the old proverb holds 
that “it is cheaper to lubricate with 
water than with oil.” England’s decline 
as a producer of iron and steel is attrib- 
uted to the exhaustion of her easily ac- 
cessible resources of fuel and ores; but 
German statistics show that the steel in- 
dustries of that country are largely de- 
pendent upon foreign ores. This might 
warrant the contention that entire de- 
pendence upon ores and fuel drawn from 
the cheapest sources would not only not 
be a disadvantage, but might be in the 
largest degree advantageous. During the 
past two or three years Great Britain 
and Germany have had all kinds of coal 
and ore investigations in progress in 
every part. of the world, gathering in- 
formation as to sources of supply to be 
drawn upon in future; and without doubt 
their diplomatic policies will be largely 
influenced by the data thus collected. It 
is not improbable that in the near future 
the conditions will favor the building of 
great steel works on deep-water har- 
bors, to which fuel and ores can be 
brought by vessel and all land transpor- 
tation charges on incoming or outgoing 
tonnage avoided except those incident to 
getting them from the mines to the sea- 
board where produced. If this change 
should come about it is a question 
whether our most valuable natural re- 
sources, lying as remote as they do from 
the seaboard, would count for as much 
as now in the manufacture of steel for 
export to non-producing countries.’ Brit- 
ish capital is more likely to seek invest- 
ment in tidewater plants than that of 
any other country, for the reason that 
British manufacturers suffer from the 
disadvantage of railway freight rates 
about three times as heavy as those of 
the Continent, and nearly four times as 
high as those of this country. The earn- 
ings of the British railroads from their 
“mineral traffic” are about $95,000,000 
per year. A very much less amount than 
this expended in water freights would 
move a vastly greater tonnage of mate- 
rials. As the rule, the fuels obtainable 
by water would be quite as good and the 
ores richer than those of Great Britain. 
The conditions existing at the moment, 
while quite satisfactory to us, are not 
at all so to European manufacturers. 
That they will be permitted to last with- 
out a vigorous, sustained, and Govern- 


steel 


mentally encouraged effort to change 
them is scarcely probable. Whether we 
hold the position we have gained as 
compared with Great Britain is of less 
consequence than that iron and steel 
shall be abundant and cheap enough to 
encourage all undertakings which make 
for progress and the diversification of 
civilization. It is not at all to our ad- 
vantage that England shall shrink and 
shrivel or that her great industries shall 
experience the misfortunes predicted and 
to some extent realized as the result of 
American competition. We can prosper 
very well in any event, but the perma- 
nent paralysis of the iron and steel in- 
dustries would be a serious loss to Eng- 
land. It is scarcely probable this will be 
permitted. What tidewater plants with 
perfect modern equipment, not necessa- 
rily in the United Kingdom, but still 
British in ownership and influence, may 
be able to do for British trade is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. That this seems to be 
the direction in which English enterprise 
is likely to tend is at least interesting. 


AUTOCRACY FOR THE CITY. 


One good man at the head of the city 
affairs could settle every problem that con- 
fronts it. Who governs the city now? The 
Legislature, a little, without knowing much 
about it; and the Mayor and the Municipal 
Assembly a little. I am of the opinion that 
we'll need President Hadley’s autocrat be- 
fore twenty-five years.—Ex-Mayor HEWITT 
in The Evening Post. 

A disinterested autocrat of first-rate 
capacity and high character who would 
undertake to live a hundred years and 
govern the city during that period would 
do better for the people of the city than 
they could do themselves. There is no 
better government than a noble autoc- 
racy. But as sound and trustworthy au- 
tocrats are exceedingly scarce, practi- 
cally non-existent in fact, the most en- 
lightened communities turn to the next 
best thing—government by the people. 

The people of this city would find it 
vastly to their advantage, however, if 
they would adopt Mr. HEwITT’s view to 
the extent of constituting a permanent 
Board of Public Improvements, composed 
of the first men of the city in point of 
intelligence, character, and public spirit, 
altogether independent of politics and 
changing administrations, holding office 
for long terms, and-paid a salary com- 
mensurate with the value and impor- 
tance of their services. The Rapid Trans- 
it Commission is the best example we 
now have of the great wisdom of doing 


this branch of the public business in this 
way. 

The advantage is that problems of 
public improvement would be subjected 
to the study of trained and intelligent 
minds, not as separate and individual 
undertakings, but as related parts of a 
continuing plan of development, seen in 
perspective through the years by men 
who are by law empdWwered to take the 
long view. 

A Mayor of New York and his aids 
must take the short view—four years at 
most. And some public enemy has even 
proposed that the term be cut down to 
two years! The result is patchwork 
progress and hideous blunders. 


A MORTGAGE FORECLOSURE BILL. 


A great number of mortgages upon 
property in this State are now overdue 
and payable. They might at any time be 
foreclosed. They are allowed to remain 
because both parties to the contract are 
satisfied with the conditions. The mort- 
gageor is content to pay and the mort- 
gagee is content to receive the agreed 
rate of interest. 

Senator STRANAHAN has in some way 
become aware of this state of affairs, and 
he is determined to put an end to it. Ac- 
cordingly he has introduced, and is 
pressing to its passage, a bill imposing 
an annual tax of one-half of 1 per cent. 
upon mortgages, and requiring all such 
instruments to be recorded with the 
County Clerk, where the record will be 
accessible to the Assessors. 

The immediate effect of the enactment 
of this measure will be in the demand 
for payment or the beginning ,of fore- 
closure proceedings in the case of all 
mortgages upon which the lender of the 
money would not be content to receive a 
smaller net return by one-half of 1 per 
cent. than he is now getting. Real estate 
mortgages, where the property is of am- 
ple value and readily marketable, bring 
a low rate of interest to the lender. No 
diminution could, or would, be endured 
in many or most cases. The borrower 
would be asked to assume the burden of 
Mr. STRANAHAN’s tax, and if he declined 
the loan would not be made. If all bor- 
rowers, invoking the protection of the 
spirit of the STRANAHAN bill, should re- 
fuse to pay the added one-half of 1 per 
cent., money now loaned on New York 
realty would seek investment in other 
States, where the crude ideas of the 


STRANAHAN school of economists do not 
prevail. 


TO RECEIVE AGUINALDO. 


There is a tale of the jurisprudence of 
the State of New York, in the old old 
days, before the adoption of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, even in the dim days 
when aspirants to the bar from all over 
the State had to go up to Albany to be 
examined, just as, in the days of CAESAR 
AvuGustTus, all the provincial world had 
to repair to the headquarters of its re- 
spective province to be taxed. On one of 
these occasions, a “‘cocky” and well-- 
dressed youth distinguished himself by 
what would now be called, though the 
locution was not then known, his 
“cheek.” A difficult and complicated 
question being put to him by one of the: 
examiners as to what he would do if he 
were counsel for one of the parties in a 
proceeding of ejectment of which the 
details were specified, he made cheeky 
answer: “I would look into Graham’s 
Practice.” “Ah, young man,” retorted 
the examiner, “that is what you ought 
to have done before you came here.” 

_ This venerable anecdote is “ indicated” 


by the announcement of the cable from’ 
Manila that AcurnaLpo “ may visit the 
United States to study American insti- 
tutions.”” That is what he ought to have 
done before he allowed himself to head 
an insurrection against them. But, if 
AGUINALDO has enough money of his 
own, or of anybody’s else, to visit the 
United States, we do not imagine that a 
straw will be put in his way by the mili- 
tary or naval aythorities of the same. 
And doubtless it is an alluring thought 
what a reception he would have. Sena- 
tor Hoar can admire the Filipino hero, 
from a distance, and compare him with 
all the national heroes of history, if the 
Senator will insist upon ignoring the 
cruel justice of photography. But, when 
the actual incarnate AGGIE appears, with 
a low-cut ‘waistcoat and an interpreter, 
to give an American audience his post- 
prandial views of national inspirations, 
we imagine that even the stout stomach 
of the senior Senator from Massachusetts 
would be rendered somewhat qualmish. 
Of course, no such rational qualms would 
afflict that “sunbeam,” ERVING WINs- 
Low, and the rest of the Bostonian anti- 
imperialists, least of all our alluring old 
statistical friend Mr. ATKINSON. If they 
were accessible to reason, there could be 
no banquet to AGUINALDO at all. And 
that, given the visit, would be a real pri- 
vation. When one comes to think about 
the banquet to AGuINALDO which would 
be the inevitable Consequence of AGUI- 
NALDO’s study of American institutions 
on their native heath, it seems a pity 
that the tour cannot come off. One can 
imagine the feelings of the convinced 
anti-imperialists as the great Liberator 
proceeded to develop, through a cloud of 
Hispano-Malaysian rhetoric, that his 
ultima%e motives for the liberation of an 
oppressed people were not hygienic. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——About 20,000 pigeons are to die, many 
of them slowly and painfully, in the course 
of this week's shooting contests on Long 
Island. The treatment to which the birds 
are subjected has been described with some 
particularity in the articles which we have 
published. This series of matches is 
on a larger scale than usual, but less 
important competitions among the marks- 
men are constantly taking place in all parts 
of the country, and the aggregate amount 
of utterly useless cruelty thus inflicted is 
very great. The matter has, of course, 
often attracted the attention and excited 
the denunciations of the organizations and 
individuals especially interested in the pro- 
tection of animals from thoughtless or 


brutal misuse, but the efforts to do away 
with the employment of pigeons as targets 
have been characterized by no such perti- 
nacity and enthusiasm as have been dis- 
played in the campaign against vivisection. 
This, for those of us who try to be sensible 
as well as considerate, is hard to under- 
stand. In the first place, the victims of 
the trap shooters outnumber those of the 
vivisectors at least a hundred to one, and 
perhaps a thousand to one. In the second 
place, the vivisector, in intention~and in 
reality, according to most and the best au- 
thorities—seeks special and priceless advan- 
tages for humanity that can be attained in 
no other way The pigeon shooters have 
positively no excuse for the wholesale 
slaughter in which they indulge, except the 
more than dubious one that it is more fun 
to kill pigeons than to break bits of clay, 
and they do not even pretend to save the 
birds from such suffering as is not inci- 
dental and necessary to the attainment of 
the end nominally in view. There are sub- 
stitutes for the living targets that test the 
marksman’s skill almost or quite as well, 
and that skill itself is a poor thing, wholly 
without the practical value which the real 
hunter's facility with the gun possesses. 
No hero of the traps was ever noted for 
prowess in the fields and woods, where 
the creature to be shot to some extent 
chooses its own time and ground and has 
just a few chances for its life. The horrors 
of pigeon shooting are wholly indefensible, 
and so long as they exist the anti-vivisec- 
tionists are certainly fighting the lesser of 
two evils. 


—With great if not admirable courage, 
Assemblyman BELL announces the inten- 
tion of pushing, to passage, if possible, the 
measure which our Albany representative 
exactly describes when he calls it the 
“Christian Science bill.” Once it was a 
‘* Medical Practice bill,’’ but the changes to 
which Mr. Brit has consented make that 
title no longer applicable. A ‘“ Christian 
Science bill’’ it is now, and no wonder the 
Eddyites and other quacks, having seen an 
attack upon them turned into a defense, 
are quite content with the situation. Mr. 
BELL explains the present opposition of the 
reputable physicians and surgeons to his 
bill by saying that they do not understand 
its merits. He is right there, at least; they 
do not. But they understand its demerits 
perfectiy, and so do the people who brought 
to bear the pressure under which Mr. BeLu 
ceased to fight the battle of the New York 
County Medical Society and took to hunting 
for a common ground on which opponents 
by their very nature irreconcilable could 
meet, The law as he would have it would 
permit persons who deny the existence of 
disease to treat all diseases except those 
which the persons in question admit to be 
contagious and infectious! Absurdity could 
not easily go further than that. even at Al- 
bany. If Mr. BELL really thinks that his 
bill would restrict the practice of the 
“Christian Scientists’’ to cases in which 
their incantations would be either effectual 
or harmless, how does he account for the 
readiness with which they accepted the 
amendments that he proposed? 


—One of the commonest of accusations 
against colleges and collegians is that the 
former develop in the latter an excessive 
interest in athletic sports and a more or 
less contemptuous indifference to intellect- 
ual achievement. This often reiterated 
charge is always made either by people 
who know little about a university train- 
ing except that it is something without 
which they have been able somehow to get 
along, or else by elderly graduates who 
believe, much more firmly than wisely, that 
all changes from the customs and methods 
of fifty years ago must necessarily be for 
the worse. Now the athlete is undoubtedly 
a great man in the undergraduate world, 
and possibly enough he sometimes gets a 
little more attention than he really de- 
serves, but it is a large mistake to think 
that the victors in contests distinctly aca- 
demic are ignored and that their triumphs 
go without recognition. There is as much 
enthusiasm for sports and those successful 
in them, perhaps, at Princeton as at any 
other American college, and yet the Prince- 
ton students heard with vociferous elation 
the news that their orators had won in the 
recent debate with Yale, and manifested 
their joy in much the same way they hail 
the winning of a football battle. The re- 
sult was not announced on The Prince- 
tonian’s bulletin board until nearly mid- 
night, but a big crowd of students waited 
to get it, and after the news came there 
were innumerable cheers for all concerned 
in tho debate and the bell on Old North 
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vied with shotguns, cannon crackers, and 
tin horns in the making of jubilant clamor. 
Then five or six hundred students, with 
colored lights and a drum corps, paraded 
the town, -and were not content until sev- 
eral professors had been brought from their 
beds to deliver congratulatory speeches, as 
The Princeton Alumni Weekly says, “in 
a few well-chosen words and garments.” 
And when the succcessful orators reached 
Princeton the next evening the entire col- 
lege met them at the station and gave 
them a most demonstrative welcome. All 
this for boys who had opposed ship sub- 
sidies with more eloquence and logic than 
certain Yale boys had advocated them! 
The fact is that such indifference to the 
intellectual achievements of the collegians 
as exists is in the general public and not 
in the student body, for this Princeton epl- 
sode is only typical of what is constantly 
happening at colleges in all parts of the 
country. 


——Mr. W. J. BRYAN, like the Boston 
anti-imperialists, bore up wonderfully well 
under the terrible news of AGUINALDO’S 
capture. For a moment he was staggered 
by the blow, but soon recovering hope and 
courage, he gave out as what he will say in 
his own paper this week the cheerful pro- 
phecy that ‘‘ peace will multiply the em- 
barrassments of the Administration, for it 
cannot long conceal the real character of 
the civil government which is to be im- 
posed on the Filipinos.” It is a great thing 
to have a disposition like that. It enables 
the fortunate possessor to see a silver lin- 
ing even on clouds that are black on both 
sides, as many clouds are, despite the 
proverb, and it prevents one from yiekling 
to despair, however prosperously the af- 
fairs of one’s country may be coming on. 
Mr. BRYAN also said: ‘‘ When the Admin- 
istration comes to deal with its distin- 
guished prisoner it will be compelled to 
decide whether it is dealing with a rebel- 
lious subject or with a foreigner, who 
owes no allegiance to this Government.” 
That was a little hasty. If any such prob- 
lem existed, neither AGuUINALDO nor his 
captors seem to have noticed it. At any 
rate, ‘the distinguished prisoner’’ has 
himself put beyond any question the mat- 
ter of his allegiance, and the Administra- 
tion, instead of worrying whether he is its 
subject or not, will only have to see to it 
that he is a moderately good and loyal one. 


AN AMERICAN’S DEFENSE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Rudolf Koenig, writing under the head- 
ing, ‘‘ Hearts That Lie Over the Sea,”’ to 
your paper, makes several statements 
which I, as an American, would like to 
emphatically resent and deny. 

He speaks of the ‘“‘ Yankee”’ as conceited, 
and of Americanism as ‘‘the pinnacle of 
narrow-mindedness and conceit.’’ I con- 
sider these statements insulting in the ex- 


treme, and absolutely false and untrue. 
Americans are no more conceited than 
Mr. Koenig’s fellow-countrymen, the Ger- 
mans, and I doubt very much if they are 
as much so. The Americans certainly lack 
the bravado and bigotry of the English, 
and I think they have a good deal more 
to boast of than do our brothers in Great 


Britain or those under the rule of the 
Kaiser. 

The American people have a perfect right 
to be proud of their country, a country 


which to-day stands as a distinctly prog- 
ressive and enlightened one, and which 
surpasses all others in its manufacturing 
and‘ike interests. 

Perhaps Mr. Koenig fails to remember 
that Germany was well established as a 
country when the United States of America 
came into existence, and that to-day the 
United States is far ahead of Germany in 
many ways. 

If ever a nation had cause to feel proud 
the United States has. She has a record 
for progress and civilization that stands 
unsurpassed and unequaled in the annals 
of history. The true American is, and 
should be, patriotic, but is not conceited. 
Mr. Koenig evidently does not realize this, 
or he would not have said what he has. 

Americans are anything but narrow- 
minded. They are a typically liberal- 
minded people, and are not bigoted. The 
United States of America is the freest and 
most liberal country in the world, and its 
people are a liberty-loving people, and a 
broad-minded people. This is proved by the 
fact that America is the home of the for- 
eigner as well as the native-born person, 
and all who wish to make it their home 
are welcome, and receive the privileges and 
advantages of the American himself.

The Charter and the Schools. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I notice that in the proposed amendments 
to the city charter ‘‘ the Board of Educa- 
tion may, in its discretion, assist private 
schools from public school funds.” 

Now, this is the thin edge of the wedge 
to open up and let in sectarian schools to 
the public schools money, something that 


the citizens generally have been fighting 
against for two generations. It is to be 
hoped that our legislators will upset this 
scheme in its birth. At any rate, the Con- 
stitution of the State prohibits the use of 
public moneys for private or sectarian 
purposes.

She Acts Luise in Schiller’s “ Intrigue 
and Love” at the Irving Place 
Theatre. 


Another classic German play was revived 
last night at the Irving Place Theatre for 
the benefit of one of the members of the 
stock company, Mr. Adolf Zimmermann, 
the leading juvenile hero. The play was 
Friedrich von Schiller’s five-act tragedy 
‘“Kabale und Liebe,” (‘Intrigue and 
Love.”) That, although a classic and rare- 
ly presented, its truth and pathos can still 
move a modern audience was demonstrated 
last night when its scenes held the close 
attention of a small audience for over three 
hours, even though the presentation it re- 
ceived at the hands of the company was 
not exactly an excellent one. 

The actors evidently worked hard and 
did their best, yet the subtlety and power 
of the thought concealed in the lines was 
beyond the ability of most of them. Never- 
theless, under the circumstances, the per- 
formance was a creditable one and evident- 
ly satisfied the audience, which applauded 
liberally. 

Many of the lines and some of the scenes 
of the original had been cut, and especially 
the last act had been shortened considera- 
bly. So, for instance, the scene where 
Ferdinand, contemplating murder and sui- 
cide, hands the father of Luise a bag of 
gold so as to provide for his future. This 
cut was to be regretted, because the scene 
would have prolonged the pleasure which 
Max Hinseler’s performance of the father 
gave. y 

As Miller, the musician, he easily gave 
the best performance of the evening. He 
portrayed the various sides of this charac- 
ter with fine distinction. Now vulgar and 
selfish, then tender and of deep feeling, his 
Miller was an excellent characterization of 
this representative of the German middle 
class of over a century ago. He never 
failed to reach a climax, yet he was never 
strained. ; 

As Luise, his daughter, Miss Ines Ziege- 
ler was on the whole satisfactory. At times 
she overacted, and she had a tendency to 
be too hysterical. It was, however, her 
first appearance, and she is also more or 
less of a novice, as she has but a short 
stage career behind her. At least, she 
gives promise of future development. Com- 
parisons are odious, but it may be asked 
why this part was not given to Miss Merito, 
whose “Gretchen” of last week would 
seem to promise an excellent Luise? 

Adolph Zimmermann as Ferdinand was 
good in the emotional scenes, especially in 
the last one, but he lacked sarcasm. Sub- 
tlety was the quality lacking most in the 
Wurm of Semmy Herzmann and the 
Prisident of Carl Emmerich. Gustav von 
Seyffertitz as a courtier was amusingly 
inane, but he did not have the appearance 
of a court dandy. ae Lange did not 
seem to like her part. The others were 
sufficient in their allotted réles. 


MR. FRIEDHEIM’S RECITAL. 


Mr. Arthur Friedheim, a pianist who has 
not been heard here often in recent years, 
gave a recital last night at Mendelssohn 
Hall before a small audience. The perform- 
ance ought to have been heard by more per- 
sons, and no doubt when Mr. Friedheim 
plays again—not at the end of a season 
which has been too prolific in piano recitals 
—he will have more listeners. His pro- 
gramme last night consisted of the follow- 
ing numbers: Beethoven’s ‘“ Thirty-three 
Variations on a Waltz by Diabelli’’; Web- 

| er’s ‘Perpetuum Mobile”; Mendelssohn's 
‘Song Without Words,” in F, three pre- 
ludes and two études by Chopin, Rubin- 
stein’s study on false notes, Liszt’s sonata 
in B minor, ‘‘ Will o’ the Wisp” étude and 
six. Paganini caprices. This was a list to 
test the technic and the endurance of any 
pianist, and Mr. Friedheim came off tri- 
umphant. 

It can no longer be said of this gentle- 
man, as it used to be with perfect truth, 
that he played very fast and very loud, but 
without other notable qualities. He is still 
deficient in clearness of phrasing, he neg- 
lects punctuation, and his pedalling is by no 


means ideal. But in the employment of 
dynamic effects he has gained enormously. 
He has acquired a pianissimo of excellent 
quality, which he uses with most artistic 
judgment, while his fortissime is as power- 
ful as of old, but far more dignified in tone. 
And in technic Mr. Friedheim has made 
tremendous strides. His octave playing 
and his double thirds and runs are now 
really masterly, and he makes good use of 
his newly acquired powers. Such a per- 
formance of the Liszt sonata in B minor 
as he gave last night can be called nothing 
less than great. It was magnificently 
broad, intensely forceful, and intellectually 
satisfying. It was genuine virtuoso work 
of the first order. In his playing of the 
Paganini caprices Mr. Friedheim let loose 
a torrent of brilliant technic and aroused 
the audience to enthusiasm. 

It is because of his work in these num- 
bers that he ought to have many hearers 
when he comes forward again earlier in the 
season. His is not the playing of the sen- 
timental school, and in works calling for 
deep introspection perhaps he will not be 
at his best, but in such compositions as he 
performed last night he is bound to com- 
mand general attention. And he deserves 
all the credit that can be given to one who 
has seen his own deficiencies and striven to 
supply them,

THE LEWIS FRASER SALE. 


The sale to be held this afternoon at the 
American Art Galleries. 6 East Twenty- 
third Street, consists of objects picked up 
by Mr. W. Lewis Fraser. for many years 
connected with the art department of the 
Century Magazine. Mr. Fraser's determina- 
tion to part with his hoards will give joy 
to other collectors, because they know him 
well enough to be certain that he never 
bought rubbish. His leather and metal belts 
from the Bavarian Tyrol are specimens of 
the intuitive art of mountaineers uncor- 
rupted by the canons of art at Munich. 


In the matter of rings of peasant manu- 
facture his little collection is also rich. 
Belts and rings belong to the art that is 
being driven out among the peasants of 
Europe, as among South Sea Islanders and 
other naive populations, by the cheapness 
of imported machine made articles. Hence 
the opportunity this sale affords to pick up 
objects full of character and color which 
have some individuality directly expressed 
in them. It is not a collection celebrated in 
New York, containing famous pieces, but 
the gradual accretion to a few hundred 
pieces of a collection that formed itself 
naturally, owing to the tastes of the man. 
Another hobby of Mr. Fraser is watches, 
and the series he has made, while in no 
sense historical or illustrative of the pro- 
gress of watchmaking, includes a number 
of choice pieces of French and English 
make, modern as well as old. 


NO SERVICE AT PRINCETON. 


PRINCETON, N. J., April 3.—The juniors 
and seniors of Princeton University had a 
unique experience this morning in chapel.

‘This is the first time in several 
years that no one appeared to conduct the 
service.

A NEW PHILIPPINE CODE. 


Procedure in Civil Cases Prepared by 
ex-Judge Henry C. Ide. 


MANILA, Feb. 25.—Judge Hemry C. Ide 
of the Philippine Commission hap just com- 
pleted the preparation of a new code of 
court procedure for the islands. A crim- 
inal code is in course of preparation by 
Commissioner Luke E. Wright. ‘There will 
be no provision for jury trials in either 
branch and practice as to law .amd equity 
will be similar. 

The judicial system will consist.of one oF 
more Justices of the Peace for each mu- 
nicipality, Courts of First Instance in each 
province, to be presided over ‘by Judges 
for a judicial district composed .of one or 
more provinces, and a Supreme. Court to 
consist of five Judges, including a Chief 
Justice. There will likewise be such mu- 
nicipal and special courts as may be need- 
ed, and a notarial system similar to that 
which prevails in the United State’. There 
is to be an Attorney General andian As- 
sistant Attorney General for the islands, 
and a prosecuting officer for each prov~ 
ince, 

Justices of the Peace will have jurisdic- 
tion in minor actions, civil and crfminal. 
Criminal cases involving more than $100 
gold, and criminal cases where the penalty 
is more than a fine of $50, or imprisons 
ment for more than six months, will be 
instituted in courts of the first instance, 
An appeal will lie to the Supreme Gourt, 
All right of appeal upon interlocutory mate 
ters is denied. 

The system of pleading is very simple. 
The plaintiff states his cause of action, and 
the defense is confined to an answer setting 
forth the reply. Either side may demur. 
The complaint and answer make the issue 
of fact upon which the action is tried. 

The instructions of the President to the 
Philippine Commission do not contemplate 
the establishment of jury trials in the isle 
ands for the present, because the condi< 
tions are not yet suited to that Anglo- 
Saxon institution. However, partly as a 
school of instruction and partly for the 
purpose of satisfying the wishes of the Fili+ 
pinos that more than one Judge might sit 
in a case, a system of Assessors will be 
provided, whereby either party shall have 
the right to have two Assessors, impar- 
tially chosen from a list of men of the 
province best fitted by intelligence, integ- 
rity, and repute to act as judges of fact, to 
sit with the Judge on trial. These Asses+ 
sors will have no controlling voice in the 
final decision. 

Upon the conclusion of the trial the Judge 
renders a judgment, granting such relief as 
the law and facts warrant, whether that re- 
lief is such as in the United States would 
be called legal or equitable. It will be a 
treating of the law and equity as one and 
the same thing. 

The Judges of the Supreme Court have 
jurisdiction throughout the islands, and 
the Judges of the Courts of First Instance 
have jurisdiction throughout their judicial 
districts in habeas corpus proceedings. The 
Courts of First Instance likewise have ju- 
risdiction in all probate proceedings. he 
Supreme Court in the exercise of its appel- 
late jurisdiction over the proceedings of 
Courts of First Instance in actions, is con- 
fined to matters of law on bills of excep- 
tions, the findings of the Judge of the 
Court of First Instance being conclusive 
on questions of fact, except in certain spe- 
cial cases. The Supreme Court also has 
appellate jurisdiction over Courts of First 
Instance In all probate matters, 

The Supreme Court will sit at Manil 
most of the year, but will also have annua 
sessions at lloilo and Cebu. There is also 
provision for. one Judge holding court for 
another in cases of disqualification or dise- 
ability. The courts will have reporters, 
Clerks, process servers, &c., as in the 
States. The Governors of provinces will 
act in the capacity of Sheriff or the ex- 
ecutive officer of courts of the first in- 
stance. Secret hearings, which were had 
under the Spanish law, are abolished. 

The rules of evidence are vitally changed 
and follow in the main the rules which are 
in vogue in the States. 

The code provides that where both par- 
ties agree the proceedings shall be con- 
ducted in the- English language, but where 
they do not, Spanish will be the court lan- 
guage until 1906. 

Proyisions are made for the taking of de- 
positions and for the perpetuation of testi- 
mony. Foreclosure of mortgage is to be by 
such action substantially as exists in most 
of the Western States. The machinery for 
the service of all process, preliminary and’ 
final, is provided, mainly upon American 
lines. and the same is true of securing the 
compulsory attendance of witnesses. 

Proceedings supplementary to an execu- 
tion for an examination of the debtor are 
provided for, similar to those existing in 
most of the American States. ne 
eauses in bankruptcy are to be complete 
in accordance with the Spanish procedure, 
but no new jurisdiction of bankruptcy is 
created. 

A portion of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court will be citizens of the United States 
and others representative Filipinos. There 
are some very good lawyers among the 
Filipinos, particularly the present Chief 
Justice Arellano. 

As the procedure in the Courts of the 
First Instance is entirely different from 
the Spanish procedure, it is likely that such 
Judges will be mainly American, while 
most of the Justices of the Peace, it is 
thought, will be natives. 

The Filipino lawyers and Judges, as well 
as the Filipino Attorney General, have been 
freely consulted in the preparation of the 
Code, and all the assistance in their power 
has been furnished in the way of informa- 
tion and suggestion, and it is expected that 
the Code, as finally adopted, will meet with 
their approval. 


J. PIERPONT MORGAN SAILS. 


Goes on Board the Teutonic 
Through the Steerage. 


J. Pierpont Morgan sailed for Europe on 
the White Star liner Teutonic yesterday. 
Mr. Morgan did not arrive at the pier until 
near the sailing hour. On his arrival, in- 
stead of boarding the liner by the first 
eabin gangplank, Mr. Morgan went on 
board through the steerage. 

Despite his attempt to have a quiet and 
unobserved departure, the financier’s pres- 
ence on the ship was known almost as soon 
as he arrived. A crowd of newspaper men 
made an attempt to interview him, but Mr. 
Morgan declined to talk for publication. 


He relented, however, to the extent of an- 
swering one question in reference to the 
rumors current concerning the object of his 
trip. 

This question was that a report was cur- 
rent to the effect that he was going to Eng- 
land to interest investors in the United 
States Steel Corporation. 

‘To interest investors? ’’ replied Mr. Mor- 
gan. ‘‘I am not going for any such pur- 
pose. Investors in England know what to 
do with their money without coming to you 
+ me or anybody else over here to teil 
them.” 

There were a number of police officers in 
citizens’ clothing on the pier before the 
Teutonic sailed, and it was said that they 
were there in connection with the departure 
of Mr. Morgan. This was denied by the de- 
tectives. Mr. Morgan was accompanied on 
the trip by his sister, Mrs. alter H. 
Burns, and Mrs. Jacob C. Rogers of Boston, 
He expects to return some time in June.

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NO SERIOUS TROUBLE 
WITH VENEZUELA 


So Think Some Recent Visitors to 
~ That Country. 


Wuat a Native Says About His People 
The Trade Conditions Are Not 
Very Satisfactory. 


In the opinion of recent arrivals from 
Venezuela there is little probability of any 
serious clash between that republic and the 
Government of the United States. 

Among the passengers on the Red G Line 
steamer Philadelphia, from La Guayra, 
which made this port yesterday, were E. 
Willcox, General Manager of the railroad 
running from Valencia to Porto Cabello, 
and F. E. Butler and C. A. Davison of De- 
troit, who have been on an observation trip 
for pleasure. Mr. Willcox is at the Gilsey, 
the others are at the Earlington. 

‘Glad to tell THE NEw YorK TIMES 
anything that we can,” said Mr. Butler to 
a reporter, ‘“‘ but I want to say at the out- 
set that I have little use for Venezuela. 


The country is fertile and probably has 
great possibilities. I don’t think much of 
Caracas, the capital. It is a noisy place, 
with dirty streets and many evidences of 
going to rack. 

““When we were there, and I only speak 
from hearsay, the people were confident of 
the early recall of Minister Loomis, who is 
wenerally believed by Venezuelans to be 
interested in the asphalt properties, which 
are very righ. But I don't anticipate Ven- 
ezuela wants any serious controversy with 
the United States. 

**] thought a young Venezuelan, educated 
in this country, best explained existing con- 
ditions when he said: ‘ We have a nice 
ccuntry, but the trouble with our peopl: 
is that they have no common sense.’ I be- 
lieved him when I met a fellow-passenger 
who had been to the States to buy machin- 
ery for cement making, although it is not 
positively known that the rock to be used 
contains any cement properties. 

“Trade conditions are not very satisfac- 
tory, and I attribute these to the falling 
off in the price of coffee. From what we 
learned there will be an amicable adjust- 
ment of the asphalt "troubles. 

“While away we visited Porto Rico. It 
is a splendid island, its only trouble being 
that it is too small. The climate is delight- 
ful and the people appear to be contented, 
fairly prosperous, and much pleased with 
the change from Spanish to American rule. 
Under the government of the United States 
San Juan has become a splendid city. It 
has a system of street cleaning that is per- 
fect, and everywhere are evidences of an 
excellent administration. I am sorry to 
learn that there is a possibility of the early 
resignation of Gov. Allen. 

“The American soldiers are well pleased 
with existing conditions. Spanish money 
has disappeared and United States money 
is the rule. Porto Rico is a great piece of 
property, and will never give this country 
much trouble. The same may be said of 
Hawaii, where we also stopped. We were 
in Cuba, too, recently, but it would not 
surprise me if the lower classes made trou- 
ble there. 

“We had some very rough weather on 
the trip. The saloon was flooded several 
times, and on one occasion the doctor's 
department was washed out so thoroughly 
that the labels disappeared from very 
many bottles in the medicine stores.” 

Mr. Willcox was more optimistic regard- 
ing conditions in Venezuela. He does not 
apprehend internal or external troubles, 
believes there will be an early settlement 
of the asphalt controversy, and that there 
will be a general and satisfactory revival 
of trade. 


THE SCORPION COMING HOME. 


Ordered from Venezuela to Take the 
Bancroft’s Place. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—An order issued 
from the Navy Department to-day assigns 
the Scorpion instead of the Bancroft to the 
duty of representing the navy at the Con- 
federate Veterans’ reunion at Memphis, 
‘Tenn., May 26. The Bancroft is going to 
Hampton Roads from Key West, to be put 
out ef commission about May 15. She is 
t6o0 small for a training ship and not large 


enough for a cruiser, and she will be laid 
By encatinitaly. 
he withdrawal of the Scorpion from 
Venezuelan waters will leave the United 
States Government without a warship in 
that part of South America. When the 
Scorpion takes Minister Loomis to San 
Juan, she is not likely to return to Vene- 
zuela, but probably will come _ directly 
northward. The North Atlantic Squadron, 
now in Porto Rican waters, is next due at 
Kingston, Jamaica, which is not much fur- 
ther than San Juan from La Guayra, so 
that if there should be occasion for a naval 
vessel there, one can be sent at forty-eight 
hours’ notice, any time before the North 
‘Atlantic Squadron sails homeward. 


MR. YERKES TO SAIL FOR HOME. 


Will Leave Southampton on_ the 
Deutschland To-morrow—English- 
men Surprised at His Energy. 


LONDON, April 4.—Charles T. Yerkes has 
completed the preliminaries of his work in 
connection with the Charing Cross and 
Hampstead Underground Railroad. He sails 
from Southampton for New York to-mor- 
row on the steamer Deutschland, and will 
pick up his family at Cherbourg on the 
way to the United States. 

Mr. Yerkes is working from 8 o'clock in 
the morning until 9 o’clock at night daily. 
He has astounded his English confreres by 
his energy, as a result of which he has 
accomplished more in a few weeks’ stay 
than they supposed was possible in as 
many months.

FRENCH BANKER OPTIMISTIC. 


Says His Country Need Fear Neither 
the “Yellow Nor the Yankee Peril.” 


PARIS, April 3.—At a meeting of the So- 
ciety of Merchants and Manufacturers of 
France this afternoon the chief speaker, 
R. G. Levy, a banker, in referring to the 
economic situation, opposed the idea of the 
“Yellow Peril” in trade. He pointed out 


that China and Japan were enormously in- 
creasing their imports, while their exports 
were almost stationary. 

As to the competition of the United 
States, M. Levy said that that country was 
rendering a great service in sending to 
France its raw products. Its competition in 
manufactured articles alone had to be reck- 
oned with, and should be met by certain 
fiscal changes favorable to French products 
and by removing restrictions on osbunse 
transactions. France need fear neither the 
Yellow nor the Yankee Peril.

Eiment 


Importance of the Fetes at Toulon Next 
Week—The Meeting Between 
Buelow and Zanardelli. 

PARIS, April 8.—The Franco-Italian 
fétes at Toulon next week are now the 
chief topic of interest in the French press, 
and the subject is much discussed in po- 
litical and diplomatic circles. Spectacular- 
ly the festivities will be very brilliant, 
while it is generally conceded that the oc- 
casion will rank as one of the most im- 
portant historic events since the Franco- 
Russian demonstration at the same port. 

Although there is no question of an al- 
liance between the two countries, yet the 
meeting of President Loubet and the Duke 
of Genoa will be an incident of the first 
value, because it will officially mark the 
opening of a new era of good feeling be- 
tween France and Italy. 

“France is not seeking an alliance with 
Italy,” said a French diplomat, who is in 
close touch with the official relations of 
the two countries. ‘We have no reason 
to expect that Italy will detach herself 
from the Triple Alliance, The great signifi- 
cance of the coming event Hes in the fact 
that it indicates that the trritation felt by 
Italy toward France, which was aroused 
by the French occupation of Tunis, and 
which has done so much to injure our mu- 
tual relations, is now entirely removed. We 
shall now be able to discuss the questions 
that are pending between the two coun- 
tries, notably the political situation in the 
Mediterranean, with a better disposition on 
both sides and a eee og prospect of a 
satisfactory understanding. 

“The commercial convention concluded 
last year was an important factor in bring- 
ing about a better feeling between the peo- 
ples themselves. There has been a revival 
of appreciation in Italy of the importance 
of the French market. The invasion of 
North Italy by the Germans, who in certain 
branches of industry, especially those re- 
quiring highly scientific methods, have been 
crowding the Italians out of their own mar- 
kets, has engendered jealousy and has been 
instrumental in directing the attention of 
the Italian business community toward 
France.”’ 


BERLIN, April 3.—The Lokal Anzeiger 
understands that the conference between 
the Imperial Chancellor, Count von_ Btilow, 
and Signor Zanardelli, the Italian Premier, 
at Verona yesterday, which was of consid- 
erable length, was intended to remove the 
false impression created by insinuations in 
the French press regarding the relations 
between Italy and Germany. 

The paper interprets the meeting as prov- 
ing the continuance of thoroughly friendly 
relations between the two countries, and 
says that the leave-taking of the two 
statemen was cordial. 

In official circles it 1s admitted that, 
while the meeting was accidental, Signor 
Zanardelli being on his way to his country 
estate, the relations between the two coun- 
tries were discussed. Signor Zanardelli, it 
is said, gave entirely satisfactory assur- 
ances. 

The opinion is general that the meeting 
was important and prearranged. The Lokal 
Anzeiger calls attention to the fact that its 
Munich correspondent was able to telegraph 
ahead regarding an intended conference. 

The Vossische Zeitung points out that 
Count von Bilow’s intimate adviser regard- 
ing Italian affairs, Privy Councilor von 
Lindenau, accompanied him. 

Count von Biilow knows Signor Zanar- 
delli intimately as the result of his former 
Ambassadorship in Rome. 


THE PEKING NEGOTIATIONS. 


Little Remains to be Settled Except 
the Indemnity Question. 


PEKING, April 3.—As soon as the Gen- 
erals of the powers notify the Ministers as 
to what disposition is desired in regard to 
Articles 8 and 9 of the joint note, every- 
thing will be practically concluded except 
the indemnities, the only claims not ready 
being the British, German, and Japanese. 
The Germans say they can be ready in two 
days, and the Japanese assert that they can 
be ready at a moment's warning. Private 
claims, however, can be filed until May 14, 
and this may delay the presentation of the 
demands to the Chinese Plenipotentiaries. 

A majority of the Ministers are in favor 
of making a general claim as soon as the 
Government claims are in, making allow- 
ances for a few thousands for possible fut- 
ure claims, although it is believed that all 
private claims are now filed. 

Li-Hung-Chang and Prince Ching have 
sent to the Court for approval a list of 
names of persons to be punished, presented 
by the Ministers of the powers. The death 
list has been reduced to four names for 
degradation and to ninety-one for loss of 
office. No objection is anticipated, as the 
men are only prominent in local communi- 
ties. 


AMERICAN DIPLOMATIC VICTORY. 


Mr. Hay’s Views in Regard to the Chi- 
nese Forts Apparently Adopted. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—Commissioner 
Rockhill has not yet acquainted the’ Gov- 
ernment with the exact language of the 
agreement reported to have been reached at 
Peking as to the Chinese forts, but, taking 
the press accounts as accurate, it is gath- 
ered that Secretary Hay’s views have 

formed the basis of the agreement. 

The original proposition, strongly backed 
by most of the Buropean powers, was to 
destroy the Chinese forts on the Gulf of 
Pe-chi-Li and on the road from Taku to 
Peking. The State Department felt that it 
would be inexpedient to proceed so far and 
to leave China naked to the attack of the 


meanest foe. Therefore the powers were 
urged to content themselves with the dis- 
mantlement of the forts, leaving them in 
condition to be again mounted with guns 
in a reasonable time. 

It is believed here that this project has 
been accepted, for it appears from the lan- 
guage of the press dispatches that the only 
fort ordered to be ‘‘ destroyed ”’ is one on a 
point in the Pei River, which fort is to be 
removed simply because it forms an obsta- 
cle to navigation. 


GERMAN WARSHIP DAMAGED. 


Prince Henry’s Flagship Grounds Ow. 
ing to Bad Steering—Repairs Will 
Take Several Months. 


KIEL, April 3.—The flagship of Prince 
Henry of Prussia, the turret-ship Kaiser 
Friedrich III., grounded yesterday evening 
east of Arcona. She arrived here this aft- 
ernoon under her own steam and was 
docked. 

It appears that the accident was caused 
by bad steering, the vessel running into 
the shallows near Bornholm Island, to 
approach which is forbidden to warships. 

oon after the battleship went aground 
a fire broke out from some cause unknown 
in the engine room, and it was not quenched 
until. after two hours’ work the room was 
placed under water. 

The damage to the vessel is serious, and 
several months will be needed for repairs. 


DECLARE KAISER MISTAKEN. 


Papers Deny that His Trips Enable 
Him to Tell People’s Opinion of Him. 


BERLIN, April 3.—The German press is 
still busy discussing the recent speeches of 
Emperor William, 

The Westphalen Mercur and the Cologne 
Volks Zeitung assert that the Kaiser is 
greatly mistaken if he thinks his trips 
through the country enable him to know 


the real opinion of the German people con- 
cerning him. ‘On the contrary,’’ as one 
of these journals remarks, “these trips 
only serve to create within him a false no- 
tion, for he seldom hears anything but 
laudation and flattery.”

Danish Government Defeated at Polls. 


COPENHAGEN, April 4.—The elections to 
the Folkething have resulted in an over- 
whelming defeat for the Government. Of 
the 110 constituencies from which complete 
returns have been received the Opposition, 
composed of the Leftists and Reformists, 


have carried 73, the Moderate Leftists 15, 
the Social Democrats 14, and the Rightists, 
or Ministerialists, 8. The few seats that 
remain are dov>tful or will call for second 
ballots. Among those re-elected are Dr. 8. 
Hoegsbro, President of the Folkething, and 
Dr. Alberti, Attorney General. 


More French Submarine Boats. 
PARIS, April 3.—The Minister of Marine, 


M. de Lanessan, has ordered the construc- 
tion of twenty additional submarine boats. 
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EACE ENVOY EXECUTED. 


Boers Said to Have Killed Mr. 
Kock, Who Took a Message 
to Botha. 


LONDON, April 4.—The Bloemfontein cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post asserts 
that the Boers have tried for treason and 


executed Mr. De Kock, the peace envoy, 
who took the message from Gen. Smith- 
Dorrien to Commandant Gen. Louis Botha 
on Feb. 12. 


Colombian Troops Held in Panama. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 3.—According 
to advices received here to-day from Colon, 
Colombia, the rebels continue to hold strong 


poatiens in the neighborhood of the City of 
2anama. The attempts of the Government 


troops to drive them out have signally 
failed and the Government commanders are 
now content to guard the city against at- 
tack. The Liberals are confident of ulti- 
mate success. Business in important cen- 
tres of Colombia is still paralyzed. 


A British Tax Problem. 


LONDON, April 3.—An important ques- 
tion was raised to-day in the King’s Bench 
Court by a photographic company, which 
objects to the Tax Commissioners levying 


an income tax of £10,000 on an American 
company, in which a British company holds 
most of the shares, The court granted a 
mandamus calling on the Commissioners 
to show cause why they should not be pro- 
hibited from assessing the tax. 


Anti-Jewish Riot at Smyrna. 
LONDON, April 4.—The Morning Leader 
publishes the following dispatch from Vien- 
na: 
“At Smyrna, on the strength of rumors 


that the Jews had murdered a Greek lad 
for ritual purposes, 10,000 infuriated Greeks 
stormed the ghetto. The Turkish troops 
charged the mob with bayonets, one person 
being killed and fourteen others wounded.” 


English Vaccination Prosecutions. 
LONDON, April 3.—The authorities of 
Leicester to-day began the prosecution of 


60,000 defaulters under the Vaccination acts. 
Six test cases had been started, but all had 
been withdrawn for various causes. Leices- 
tershire is a hotbed of anti-vaccinationists. 


ALBERT L. JOHNSON’S [ DENIAL. 


Says He Did Not Say Senator Hanna 
Spent $100,000 in Ohio Campaign. 
Senator M. A. Hanna of Ohio and Albert 
L. Johnson, brother of the Mayor-elect of 
Cleveland, had not come to blows at a late 
hour last night. The Senator was looking 
for Mr. Johnson yesterday to tell him that 


he lied if he said the former had spent 
— to defeat Tom L. Johnson in Cleve- 
and. 

Albert L. Johnson returned from Phila- 
delphia yesterday and prepared a type-writ- 
ten statement in which he denied that he 
had said that Mr. Hanna had contributed 
pevoceny one cent to the campaign fund. 

ut Mr. Johnson made it apparent that he 
oe nee relish the Senator’s remarks, for he 
Sala: 

“I weigh 22 ounds, and have been 
brought up to fight all my life.

REV. JAMES M. GALLIGAN DEAD, 


For Twenty-one Years He Had Charge 
of the Parish of the Holy 
/ Name of Jesus. 


Father James M. Galligan, the well- 
known priest, who since the 20th of July, 
1875, has been in charge of the parish of 
the Holy Name of Jesus, died at the rec- 
tory of that church, Ninety-sixth Street 
near Amsterdam Avenue, yesterday morn- 
ing. Father Galligan’s death was due to 
general debility caused by overwork. 

The principal work of Father Gilligan, 
and one by which he will be longest re- 
membered, is the new Church of the Holy 
Name, in the erection and equipping of 
which he was the dominant spirit. In 


1875, when Father Gilligan was appointed 
by Cardinal McCloskey to succeed Father 
Richard Brennan in charge of the parish, 
the church was a little frame building that 
was too small for the congregation that 
gathered there. Father Gilligan when he 
took charge at once set to work to build up 
his parish. He worked enthuSiastically. 
He made his flock enthusiastic, and the 
parish began to grow rapidly. 

Coming as he did trom a large and well 
equipped parish in the lower portion of the 
city, that of the Church of the Holy Inno- 
cents, to a small and poorly equipped 
charge, he at times felt discouraged, but 
never once did he falter. He worked stead- 
ily and surmounted all difficulties. First he 
paid off the debts of his little church and 
then he began to work for a larger and 
more pretentious building. 

The property at Ninety-sixth Street and 
Amsterdam venue, on which the new 
church stands, was acquired in April, 1887, 
eight years after he had taken charge of 
the parish. Eleven years later, on April 
17, 1898, the corner-stone of the new church 
was laid, by Archbishop Corrigan, Monsignor 
Mooney delivering the sermon. 

Two years later, on April 1, 1900, the edi- 
fice was blessed by the Archbishop and 
dedicated to the worship of God. 

Not only was Father Galligan loved and 
venerated by the members of the Catholic 
Church, but he was respected by the people 
of other denominations with whom he was 
brought in contact during his twenty-five 
years’ residence in the parish. 

A souvenir issued at the dedication of the 
Church of the Holy Name of Jesus shows 
how_his people feel about him: 

“The Church of the Holy Name is a 

rand and lasting monument to Father Gal- 
igan’s efforts, and in its general construc- 
tion, in its design, and in its beautiful ap- 
pointments it reflects rare good taste, fine 
discrimination, and sound judgment.” 

The funeral of Father Galligan will occur 
from the Church of the Holy Name, on 
Monday, at 10 A. M. The details of the 
services have not yet been completed. 

Father Galligan was a native of Ireland. 
He came to this city when quite a young 
man, and entered St. Francis Xavier's Col- 
lege, from which institution he was grad- 
uated on June 6, 1868. He was ordained a 
priest in St. Joseph's Seminary at Troy. 


Died While Room Hunting. 

Mrs. Deborah Smith, seventy years old, 
died suddenly last night in the residence of 
Mrs. Dora Schultz, at 215 East Kighteenth 
Street, while looking for a room. The 
dead woman had lived since 1892 with the 
family of Police Capt. Timothy J. Creeden, 
at 232 East Eighteenth Street. Recently 
Capt. Creeden received notice that he would 
have to vacate his present house, and last 
night Mrs. Smith started out to look for 
new living quarters for herself.

R. D’OYLY CARTE IS DEAD. 


The Famous Theatrical Manager Had 
Long Been an Invalid—He Was 
Fifty-six Years Old. 
LONDON, April 4.—R. D’Oyly Carte, 
the theatrical manager and impresario, died 
yesterday morning In London. He had been 
an invalid a long time, and was obliged to 
use a bath-chair, but he nevertheless close- 
ly attended to business connected with his 


theatre. He suffered from weakness of the 
heart, which was aggravated by the shock 
he sustained as a result of the death of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan. He was in a comatose 
State on Tuesday, but rallied before the 
end. He Mad Bonwatulty. 

The Savoy Theatre was closed last night. 


Richard D’Oyly Carte was born fifty-six 
years ago in Greek Street, Soho, London. 
His father, Richard Carte, was a weli- 
known flute player, and afterward became 
a member of a successful firm of musical 
instrument makers. His grandfather, 
Richard Carte, was a Quartermaster in the 

Blues "* at Waterlob. Mr. Carte’s moth- 
er was the daughter of a clergyman at- 
tached to the Chapel Royal. he young 
man Was educated at the University Col- 
lege School and London University. He 
then began to write songs and minor op- 
erettas, and founded a concert agency of 
some importance. He arranged the. fare- 
well tour of the celebrated tenor, Mario. In 
the course of this tour he accomplished the 
then difficult feat of, transporting the 
singer and his piano from Swansea to 
Aberystwith in the middle of the nigit. 
Carlotta Patti and Camillo Sivori, the vio- 
linist, were also under his management. 

In 1870 he began his career as a producer 
of operettas, and in a short time succeeded 
in effecting the partnership of Gilbert and 
Sullivan, the most successful combination 
of operetta writers ever known. It was in 
1877 that their work ‘‘ The Sorcerer” was 
produced under his direction, and thence- 
forward the two writers and the manager 
worked together till the librettist ceased 
his labors in connection with the combina- 
tion. Mr. Carte produced ‘‘H. M. S. Pina- 
fore,” ‘‘ The Pirates of Penzance,” ‘“ Pa- 
tience,”’ ‘‘ Iolanthe,”’ ‘“‘ Princess Ida,” ‘‘*The 
Mikado,” ‘The Yeomen of the Guard,” 
** Ruddigore,”’ “The Gondoliers,”’ and 
““ Utopia.’ The pecuniary success of most 
of these works in England was very large, 
Mr. Carte paying the authors $60,000 in 
royalties for Great Britain for the use of 
“The Pirates.”’ 

The Savoy Theatre and the adjoining Sa- 
voy Hotel were built and financed by Mr. 
Carte, and in 1889 he built the new Opera 
House on the Thames embankment. In 
this country he was well known as a pro- 
ducer of the works of Gilbert and Sullivan. 
In the Fall of 1879 he produced ‘‘ The Pi- 
rates of Penzance’’ at the Fifth Avenue 
Theatre, and afterward produced at the 
same house ‘“ Princess Ida’ and ‘ The 
Mikado.”’ In partnership with the late 
William Henderson he produced at the 
Standard Theatre, on the site of the pres- 
ent Manhattan Theatre, “ Billee Taylor,” 
by Stevens and Solomon; “‘ Claude Duval,” 
by the same authors, and “ Patience’’ and 
**Tolanthe "’ by Gilbert and Sullivan. ‘“ The 
Gondoliers "’ and ‘‘ Utopia’ were also pro- 
duced here by companies organized by him, 
the former at the (now) Herald Square 
Theatre and the latter at the Broadway. 
Mr. Carte was an excellent musician and 
pianist. He married Miss Helen Lenoir, an 
able business woman, who was for years 
his principal agent. 


DOUGLAS G. MACRAE DEAD. 


LONDON, April 3.—Douglas Gordon Mac- 
Rae, editor of The Financial Times, died 
to-day in Switzerland. 


Douglas Gordon MacRae was born in 
Aberdeenshire in 1861, and was educated 
at Shoreham Grammar School. After leav- 
ing school he pecame a printer’s appren- 
tice, and spent his spare time in writing 
for various papers, among them Cricket, 
and The Eastern Province Herald and 
other South African papers. Afterward 
Mr. MacRae started a printing office on 
his own account, and through it gradually 
acquired a large business as a publisher. 

The Financial Times was started after 
several other papers had been founded, 
but it soon became so successful that Mr. 
MacRae abandoned his printing business 
in order to devote all his time to it. He 
took a great deal of trouble in order to be 
in a position to judge intelligently of af- 
fairs in which his readers were interested. 
For instance, he traveled all over the 
world, studying finances, customs, com- 
merce, and industries, making a specialty 
of mining.

COTTON.—More excitement developed in cot- 
ton trade circles yesterday than has been wit- 
nessed since the January ‘' deal’’ terminated. 
The market opened steady at an advance of 1@4 
points, and then eased off a point or two, after 
which the course of prices, for the most part, 
was strongly upward. The intimations that went 
forth yesterday, calculated to give rise to fears 
of a May corner, brought in numerous orders to 
cover. And these were supplemented by invest- 
ment buying, which, together with local ‘ tailing 
on,’’- made a very active market. May was the 
leading feature throughout the session, opening 
at 8,01, selling off to 7.99, and then advancing 
to 8.30, with the clos2 8.24. Last Saturday May 
sold at 7.68; to-day’s best price represented, for 
that position, an_advance of %c; July, which 
Saturday sold at 7.44, showed 8.17 to-day, while 
the new crop positions advanced materially less 
in proportion, being subject to the bearish influ- 
ence of continued large acreage talk; although 
even this, of late, has been qualified by unfa- 
vorable weather advices from numerous parts of 
the South; to-day Raleigh and Charlotte report- 
ed three inches of rain, Georgia an inch and a 
half of rain, and frost is predicted for several 
of the Southern States, with Oklahoma showing 
30 degrees, Yet the bear contingent placed stress 
upon the proposition that the advancing tend- 
ency lately develop:d by the cotton market will 
increase the temptation to plant cotton. In 
keeping with to-day’s rise in futures, spot cot- 
ton at New York advanced c; at New Orleans 
Savannah, Charleston, and Norfolk 1-16c, and at 
Mobile, Baltimor2, and Augusta %c. The pro- 
portionately greater advance in spot cotton at 
New York, as compared with the gain in South- 
ern spot markets, led some to disregard the talk 
of manipulation and a corner, with New York 
already making overturas to the South for sup- 
plies ae ae upset the calculations that the 
certificated stock at New York will be down to 
50,000 bales by May 1. There was also some sell- 
ing on the general movement. which continues 
large, as compared with last season’s, with to- 
day's receipts 21,900 bales, against 10,482 bales 
last year, and estimates for the week pointing 
to 120,000 bales, against 82,947 -bales last year. 
The demand for May was freely supplied by the 
long interest.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—The wheat mar- 
ket yesterday was a notable one for several rea- 
sons.

AMERICAN CREDIT. 


The purchase of $2,000,000 Government 
bonds by the National Treasury on 
Tuesday was yesterday supplemented by 
further purchases approximating $1,000,- 
000, which invests with especial interest 
the official statement issued by Secre- 
tary Gage discussing the National sur- 
plus; wherein he says: 

To put the matter in a nutshell, if it be 
a choice between buying bonds at an ar- 
tificial price and letting funds accumulate 
in the Treasury, the latter will occur, nor 
will the department advertise for offerings 
of bonds. To do so I am satisfied would 
be fruitless in results. .If, however, the 
department can from time to time buy the 
short bonds at an investment rate real- 
izable to the investor who buys the new 2 
per cents, it will not hesitate to do so 


should the present market price for the new 
twos remain about on the present basis. 


Following this expression the Secretary 
of the Treasury bought his first substan- 
tial block of the 4s due in 1907, a 


“short” bond, as calculated by Secre- 


tary Gage to yield 1.61 per cent.; and in 
quoting this ‘“‘ yield’’ the Treasury mem- 
Orandum says: 


The fives at the price yield an investment 
return of oply 1.03 per cent., the short fours 


1.6] per cent., the three per cents of 1908 
1% per cent., while the new two per cents 


at their’present price yield a highest in- 
vestment return, viz., 1.73 per cent. Now 
it is a well-known and acknowledged fact 
that a long-time Government bond, every- 
thing else being equal, is worth relatively 
more than a short-time bond. The present 
separ to the contrary is, therefore, il- 


logical if not artificial. 


Measured by comparisons that can be 
made with market values and net re- 
turns to investors, United. States bonds 


are the most-sought-for National secur- 
ities in the world. The yield to investors 
on foreign bonds at current prices varies 
from 2.87 per cent. on British consols to 
12 per cent. on Portuguese 3 per cents., 
as the following table shows:

YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 


In many respects the stock market of 
yesterday vas the most remarkable of any 
market that Wall Street has ever known. 
A number of the high-priced investment 
securities scored advances that may fairly 
and without exaggeration be termed phe- 
nomenal. More, the advances in many in- 
stances came about almost by leaps and 
bounds, jumps between sales of a half-point 
and a point being not infrequent. Veteran 
market operators declare themselves 
amazed not only at the astonishing ad- 
vances but at the ease with which they 
were brought about. Rock Island, for in- 
stance, scored a net advance of 11% points 
on dealings involving 188,000 shares; Dela- 
ware and Hudson, after a rise of over 12 
points, closed with a net gain of nearly 9 
points on trading in 57,000 shares; Lacka- 
wanna, advancing at one time to 224, closed 
at 221, a net ga'n of 3% points on trading in 
7,000 shares. Pennsylvania sold up to the 
high figure of 157, closing a point lower 
with a net gain of 1% points. Northwest 
gained 2% and the preferred 4; Burlington 
sold up to the highest figure on record, 
te8\, and closed at 185%, which represent- 


ed a net appreciation of 6 full points on 
dealings in 155,000 shares; Omaha rose 6 
points and its pr@ferred stock 5; while 


other features in the railroad group, less 
consequential, were a 2%4-point rise in St. 
Paul, a 2%4-point advance in Illinois Cen- 
tral, a 3-point gain in Louisville and Nash- 
ville, an advance of 1% in Missouri Pacific, 
a gain of over a point and a half in each 


of the St. Louis and Southwestern shares, 
and a further advance in Northern Pacific 
securities, the common scoring a net gain 
of & point and the preferred of a point and 
a half. 

And yet of actual influencing develop- 
ments there was not one. It is true, in so 
far as Burlington and Northern Pacific 
are concerned, that al! the advices of the 
day were to the effect that the proposition 
of Northern Pacific to lease Burlington will 
be accepted by the Burlington Directors at 
@ meeting shortly to be held. While the 
exact terms of the deal are not yet offi- 
cially disclosed, it is common understand- 
ing that there will be an exchange of Bur- 
lington stock for 34; per cent. bonds to be 

uaranteed by Northern Pacific and per- 

aps Great Northern, the terms of ex- 
change being twenty-two bonds for each 
100 shares of Burlington. A. meeting to 
pass upon the matter is to be held in Bos- 
ton either the latter part of this week or 
the first of next. This, however, can hard- 
ly. be called news, for the reason that it has 
been generally known in the Street for sev- 
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eral anys. though the would-be depressors 
of market values insisted that the story 
was merely a stock-jobbing invention. 

Concerning Delaware and Hudson, it can 
only be said that in spite of the lack of 
official confirmation of the report Wall 
Street believes that there is good founda- 
tion for the statement that the road is to 
be leased by New York Central. Yester- 
day's reports had it that under the terms 
of the lease Delaware and Hudson will be 
guaranteed 7 per cent. for a stated period 
and 8 per cent. thereafter. As for Rock 
Island—the market leader—the only certain 
thing is*the rise in the stock. As for the 
reasons for it nothing is known publicly. 
Of course there are many rumors in con- 
néction with the property, but inquiry of 
interests here connected with the property 
fails to bring out any satisfying or satis- 
factory answer. One report has it that at 
the next dividend meeting of the company 
the stock is to be placed on a 6 per cent. 
basis. This is probable, but not certain. 
Another report is to the effect that a 
change of control of the system is immi- 
nent, the Atchison being suggested as the 
road most likely to do the absorbing. Gen- 
erally, this report is not credited. 

A striking feature of the market was the 
persistent and heavy buying for invest- 
ment account—buying that, more or less in 
evidence ever since election, has lately in- 
creased wonderfully. Yesterday several 
large life insurance companies took goodly 
blocks of the standard railway stocks now 
come to be recognized as sound invest- 
ments. One result of this was that the 
floating supply of the stocks so taken in 
the open market was further reduced and 
that for that reason each new demand 
found so much the less stock offered. 
Hence some of the sharp advances at the 
high figures. 

Of news developments of the day some 
were favorable, some were unfavorable. 
The market at the opening undoubtedly 
was influenced, as it was toward the close 
on Tuesday, by the purchase by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of $2,000,000 bonds, 
which was taken to indicate not only that 
there would be no tight money but that 
should any be threatened the Government 
could be depended upon to come to the mar- 
Ket’s assistance. The further purchase by 
the Secretary of another lot of bonds was 
for that reason taken as a matter of course. 
On the other hand, there were develop- 
ments that in an ordinary market might 
have been construed unfavorably. One of 
these was the engagement for export of 
$1,000,000 in gold. Another was the publi- 
cation of several railway statements which 
were exceptional in that they showed some 
net earnings decreases. St. Paul, for ex- 
ample, for the fourth week of Magch re- 
ported a decrease in gross of $56,420, while 
Rio Grande Western showed a decrease in 
February net of $34,700. But to neither of 
these developments did the Street give 
heed. The explanation is simple. Dealing 
with the gold exports, representative 
bankers continue to insist not only that 
es exports do not foreshadow any 
arge export movement, but that even;were 
gold to go out in any considerable volume 
it could well be spared and without dis- 
turbing effect on the money market here. 
So far as the decreased railway ecarnings 
are concerned, it can only be said that they 
are the exception, not the rule—a fact am- 
ply testified to by the continuous increases 
shown now for some months by practically 
every railroad in the country. For that 
matter, both St. Paul and Rio Grande 
Western have, like the other systems, been 
steadily improving their position and in- 
creasing their earnings. The present de- 
crease exhibits appear merely to be due to 
some local or temporary cause. 

The steel stocks were very much less act- 
ive than on any day since they have been 
dealt in on the Exchange, and were in- 
clined to sell off on profit-taking. Some 
ado was made about the departure of Mr. 
Morgan for Europe, and the bears on the 
stocks insisted that this signified that the 
shares would be left to take care of them- 
selves. As a theory this may have been 
good; as a fact it was disproved by actual 
happenings, Morgan brokers and_ brokers 
acting for other leading financial houses 
continuing as large purchasers of the 
shares. 

In the industrial list the feature of the 
market was People’s Gas, which in the late 
afternoon jumped up about 4 points and 
closed with a net advance of 3% points on 
dealings in 74.000 shares. Houses with Chi- 
cago connections were the largest buyers, 
and they were advising their friends to 
‘* eet on board.’’ So far as could be learned 
the buving was in the belief that the re- 
sult of the municipal election in Chicago 
will prove favorable to the gas company. 
It was also said that there was assurance 
that no adverse legislation need be feared 
from the Illinois Legislature, whose ses- 
sion is now rapidly drawing to a close. 

After Gas, the Tobacco shares were the 
strongest and most conspicuous of the in- 


dustrials, the American issue selling up 2 
points ahd the Continental nearly 1% 
points, The talk is of favorable develop- 


ments in connection with both companies. 

London's dealings in this market during 
the day amounted to about 75,000 shares, 
of which 50,000 were sales, chiefly of the 
Pacifics. It was said that;not a little of 
this selling was for the short account. 

Call money rates ranged between 2% and 
3% per cent. Most of the day’s loans were 


made at 3 per cent. 


ROCK ISLAND’S RISE. 


In a market that was full of ‘“ featurés,’’ 
Rock Island on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday was easily the leader, selling up, 


with jumps between sales of one-half and 


one point at a time, more than 13 points 


from the low figure of the day. The range 
of prices was from 137% to 151, with the 
close at 150%, marking a net gain of 11% 
points on dealings in 188,000 shares of 


stock. The remarkable feature of the rise 


was that the greater part of it was made 


in the last half hour of trading, the stock 
selling around 142 at 2:30 o'clock. Then, 
on large buying orders put into the market, 
it shot so rapidly up that, in the words 
of an old-time Wall Street operator, “it 
made one dizzy.’’ As illustrative of the 
rapidity of the advance, it is told of one 
customer of a leading Stock mechouge 
house that he put in an order to buy 1, 
shares of the stock ‘‘at the market,’ and 
was forced to pay for it nearly three points 
above what the tape had recorded at the 
time the order was given. 

In explanation of the advance, there were 
many rumors, but there was no actual 
news. One report has it that an increased 
dividend is to be declared on the stock at 
the June meeting of the Directors. Another 
story is that the system is to change hands 
and that Atchison will shortly be found to 
be in control of it. In this connection it 
was said—though it could not be confirmed 
—that much of the buying late yesterday 
was for the account of leading Atchison 
interests, the demand following a meeting 
of the Atchison Directors at which, it is 
said, nothing of consequence developed. 





CONTINENTAL TOBACCO. 


One of the stocks in the market which 
was bought yesterday by what.the Street 
declared to be inside interests was Con- 
tinental Tobacco, which for some time past 


has been rather neglected. According to 
yesterday’s reports, the new woe is due 
to knowledge of the fact that certain plans 
of the company which have been pending 
for some time have been finally perfected. 
While no official information on the sub- 
ject is forthcoming, it is said that the busi- 
ness of the company will be materiatly ex- 
tended as a result of this new development, 
and that net earnings will be materially 
increased. 


TENNESSEE COAL AND IRON. 


The same banking houses which lately 
had been conspicuous: as purchasers of 
Tennessee Coal and Iron again yesterday 
were absorbing the stock. The hopeful ut- 
terances of Chairman D. H. Bacon of the 
company in respect to its future, as pub- 
lished in these columns on Wednesday, 


tended to improve the hopeful sentiment in 
respect to the stock. 





SEEKING TO CONTROL ERIE. 

Interests close to President James J. Hill 
of Great Northern quoted him yesterday 
as declaring that, the Burlington-Northern 
Pacific deal assured of success, attention 
will now be directed to the Erie, whieh 
will probably be made the Eastern link in 
the great transcontinental line which Mr. 
Hill and Mr. Morgan have planned. Brok- 
ers who usually act for Mr. Morgan were 
buyers of the Erie shares, yesterday. 


IRON AND STEEL PROSPERITY. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
steel trades, The Iron Age will to-day say: 


The announcement of the organization of the 
United States Steel. Corporation has brought 
some surprises, notably as to the absence in the 
Directory of a larger representation of the prin- 
cipal men in some of the constituent concerns.

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METROPOLITAN STREET 
RAILWAY CHANGES 


Broadway and Lexington Avenue 
to be Made Electric Lines. 


Will Be in Operation by Beginning of 
June—Sixth and Eighth Ave- 
nue Extensions. 


Metropolitan

President Vreeland of the 
Street Railway Company said 
that his company was now ready to begin 
work on most of the proposed changes on 
the various lines which it had had under 
consideration for some time. The company 
has, however, made some changes in its 
plans. For instance, the work of connecting 
the Broadway with the Madison and Third 
‘Avenue lines at the Post Office, which it 
was intended to begin this Spring, will not 
be undertaken after all, but will be laid 
over until the work on the rapid transit 
tunnel in that district has been completed. 

The first work to be undertaken within 
the immediate future will be the construc- 
tion of an extension of the Sixth and Eighth 
‘Avenue lines to the Cortlandt Street Ferry. 
The down town line of these roads now runs 
through West Broadway and Fulton Street 
into Church Street. The ferry extension 
will run down from West Broadway through 
Fulton Street into Washington and then 
{nto Cortlandt Street and to the ferry. .The 
up town line will run from the ferry through 
Cortlandt Street into Greenwich Street and 
then into West Broadway. f 

On the streets which will be occupied by 
these extensions the company now operates 
a line of horse cars. By this line the trav- 
elers arriving at the Cortlandt Street Ferry 
will be enabled to reach the west side shop- 
ping district.without the necessity of trans- 
ferring. Work on these lines will begin 
next Monday. ; 

The work of connecting the Broadway 
and Sixth and Eighth Avenue lines at Canal 
Street will begin as soon as the rail con- 
nections which have to be made to order 
have been received, and their arrival is ex- 
pected every day. 

Some time in May the Broadway and Lex- 
ington Avenue lines will be changed from 
the cable to the electric system, and by the 
beginning of June these lines will be in oper- 
ation. When this is accomplished a great 
saving to the company will result from the 
abandonment of the various power stations. 
The entire system will then be fed from the 
new power house at the foot of Ninety- 
sixth Street and the East River. 

The present power houses at Broadway 
and Houston Street, East Twenty-fifth 
Street, at Sixth Avenue and Fiftieth Street, 
and others will be used only as sub-stations, 
where the alternating current received from 
the central generating station will be trans- 
formed into a straight current. There will 
be five of these sub-stations in Manhattan. 

An idea of the saving in cost can be con- 
veyed when it is stated that the cost ef pro- 
ducing a. kilowatt of power at the central 
station will be six mills, while at the other 
stations it has been 129 mills. The cost of 
fuel delivery into the firebox at the central 
station will be only 4% cents, while at the 
Broadway and Houston Street power house 
the cost was about 65 cents a ton. This sav- 
ing is accomplished by bringing the coal by 
ship up to the power house dock, unloading 
it into large bins, and then feeding it to the 
firebox by a mechanical process, dispensing 
with all firemen. 

With the complete abandonment of the 
cable as a power for moving cars in this 
city ail the cars of the cable lines will be 
changed for use on the electric lines. This 
process. is already under way and occa- 
gionally a former Broadway cable car may 
be seen on the Amsterdam Avenue: line.

HRS. WHITEHEAD’S CHARGE | & “REAL FIREMAN’S” VIEWs. 


Her Husband’s Divorce Suit Called 
a Base Conspiracy. 


EXCITEMENT IN THE COURT 


William A. Scott, Mr. Whiteheaa’s 
Friend, Attacked—His Testimony 
Against Mrs. Whitehead. 


ixcitement marked the close of the sec- 
ond day’s hearing in the Whitehead divorce 
case, now on trial before Justice Beach, 
in the Supreme Court. The plaintiff, Ty- 
dell Whitehead, had rested his case. Then 
Charles L. Hoffman, of counsel for the re- 
spondent, proceeded to outline to the jury 
what he proposed to prove in behalf of Mes. 
Whitehead. The counsel had been attack- 
ing William A. Scott, who is the principal 
witness for Mr. Whitehead, and he men- 
tioned the name of Mrs. Marshal, the mer- 
ricd daughter of Mr. Whitehead. The law- 
yer said that he would prove that Scott, 
now his friend, had insulted Mr. White- 
head’s daughter. 

Some one called out ‘“ Liar!"’ ‘.aen one 
of the counsel for Mr. Whitehead said, 
“That not true. You know it is not 
true.”” At this point Mr. Whitehead sprang 
from his chair and put his hand to his hip 
pocket. Moses H. Grossman, one of his 
counsel, grabbed him on one side, and a 
friend caught hold of the other. They suc- 
ceeded in quieting him. 

As soon as this incident was ended, Mr. 
Woffman went on with his opening adidress 
to the jury. He said: ‘‘ This is as base a 
conspiracy Was ever conceived and as 
mean an attempt by a rich man to get rid 
of his wife as has ever been brought to 
your attention.” 

Then the lawyer outlined the family his- 
tory of the Whiteheads. He said that Mr. 
Whitehead had three children by his first 
wife, two of them being unmarried. The 
second marriage took place in 1896, and all 
was peaceful until the Whiteheads met Mr. 
Scott and his wife at Saratoga, in 1899. A 
friendship sprang up between the families 
and the Whiteheads often visited the Scotts 
at their Elmhurst home.: Soon Mrs. Eliza- 
beth T. Morse, a widow and sister-in-law of 
Scott, was introduced to them, and thtn 
John Frederick Thomas, Jr., a brother-in- 
law of Scott, appeared. He is now named 
as co-respondent. 

The lawyer deciared that he would prove 
that the first Mrs}, Whitehead knew of any- 
thing wrong was last June, when she was 
getting ready to go to Saratoga with her 
husband. One day she was about to go to 
her dressmaker’s, when a note written on 
pink paper and signed ‘Fred T.”’ was 
handed to her by a messenger. The note 
asked her to meet the writer at the Thir- 
tv-fourth Street Ferry. She did not keep 
the appointment. That night she showed 
the note to her mother and brother, and 
they advised. her to show it to Mr. White- 
head. She did so, and he replied to her 
questions as to what she should do by say- 
ing: 

, © The Scotts and Mrs. More have ( 
good many things to me agout you. They 
do not like you, and they have mude 
charges against you. This note was written 

to test you, and it was handed to you by a 
detective.’’ ; 

The lawyer then called attention to the 
fact that it was Mrs. Morse and Mr. Scott 
who had secured the evidence for . Mr. 

Whitehead, and that after the summons 
and complaint in the divorce case had been 
served, Mr. Whitehead allowed his wife to 
have charge of his young daughter. 

In giving testimony for Mr. Whitehead, 
William A. Scott foilowed his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Morse on the witness stand yesterday. 
He told of the friendly relations that had 
existed between his family and that of Mr. 
Whitehead and of numerous visits to each 
other's homes. 

The witness then described a_ theatre 
arty and a supper at the Waldorf-Astoria, 

. in the Palm Garden. After the supper, he 
said, Mrs. Whitehead and Thomas got up 
from the table and went into the Turkish 
room. He followed them in there very 
quietly, so as not to disturb them or excite 
Mr, Whitehead and cause a scene. As he 
went in Mrs. Whitehead said: *‘ Here comes 
the detective.” 

“What did you say to Mrs. Whitehead‘ 

‘I said, ‘What are you trying to do with 

this man?’ and she replied, * Nothing.’ 
Then Thomas spoke up, and, pointing to 
Mrs. Whitehead, said to me, * Look at her. 
Isn't she a Queen?’ ”’ 

The witness then told of his followin 
Mrs. W hitehead and Thomas to a hotel anc 
goin - and seeing that they had regis- 
ter ‘Thomas J. Clark and wite, Yon- 
kers.’ ; 

On ddeiiidinaceabnathens 
asked: 

“Was Mr. 
you?”’ 

“Yes, in the South, in 1892, when I was 
in the produce commission business. His 
wife is in the South. He has been living | 
with me ever since I came North, in 1895.’ 

“What is your business now?"’ 

“IT am a speculator in Wall Street.’’ 

‘‘Has speculating been your only busi- 
ness?"’ 

“I have sold diamonds.” 

The witness testified that his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Morse, had first called his atten- 
tion to an intimacy which she said existed 
between Mrs. Whitehead and Thomas. It 
was after this that he began his own in- 
vestigations. He said that at one time Mr. 
Whitehead had talked to him about Mrs. 
Whitehead and Thomas, but that he had 
replied that he knew of nothing wrong. 

* You told him what was not true, then?” 

“Yes, I suppose | did,’ 


“Why? 

‘ Well,” said the witness, in a very de- 
liberate tone, ‘‘1 was raised in that part 
of this country where such matters are 
settled outside of courthouses.” 

Did you fear that there would be a 
tragedy? 2° 

Yes. " 

After Mr. Scott left the stand two wit- 
messes were called to identify letters and 
books, and then the case for Mr. White- 
head rested. The case will go on to-day. 

During the day Mr. Hoftman attempted 
to make a statement to Justice Beach in 
regard to matters@in connection with the 
case. Counsel for Mr. Whitehead objected 
on the ground that such statements should 
be made privately. After the case was end- 
ed last night, Mr, Hoffman said: 

“I wanted to call the Justice’s attention 
to a serious matter and appeal for pro- 
tection. The plaintiff is employing private 
detectives and watching ever movement 
of the defense. I was shadowed last night.’’

A fireman who signs himself ‘‘A Real 
Fireman "’ has written a letter to THE NEw 
Yorx Times, in which he takes issue with 
many of the statements made in the letter 
signed ‘‘One of the Older Firemen in the 
New York Fire Department,’’ which ap- 
peared in the issue of March 29. 

‘The Real Fireman’'’ says that the Two- 
Platoon bill is opposed by fully 90 per cent. 
of the engineers and firemen who have 
servéd upward of ten years on the de- 
partment, and that it would be a blow to 
the efficiency and discipline of the service. 
as welt as an injury to the taxpayers, resi- 
dents, and firemen themselves. 

In rebuttal of the statement contained in 
the first letter, that if the Two-Platoon 
bill were in operation Tammany would lose 
its power of shifting men for political rea- 
they refused to contvrib- 


; ute to the Tammany fund at elettton Limes, 


he says that in his experience of over thir- 
teen years in the Fire Department he was 


never once asked to contribut to any fund 
and that the Commissioner would have the 
same power to transfer under the proposed 
system as he has at present. 

He says that it is his experience that the 
transfers made are very few, and that 
those made are for the good of ‘the serv oe 
In regard to the argument advanced for 
better regulation of the meal hours of the 
firemen, he says that it depends altogether 
upon the individual whether he gets one, 
two, or three meals a day. He quotes the 
following rule in regard to meals: ** For the 
purpose of obtaining meals, leaves will be 
granted to members of the uniformed force 
as follows: Three leaves of one and one- 
quarter hours’ duration each, a total of 
three and three-quarter hours, or two leaves 
of one and three-quarter hours each, a total 
of three and one-half hours, or one leave of 
three hours in each twenty-four, it being 
understood that a one-meal man may be 
excused for three-quarters of an hour each 
day for the purpose of procuring a meal in 
the neighborhood of company headquarters, 
thus raising his time allowance for’ meals 
to three and three-quarter hours.’’ The 
Real Fireman’”’ continues to say that a 
great many 
of the city of their own free will, while do- 
ing duty in firehouses in other localities, 
and that they should assume all responisi- 
bility for the inconvenience of their hours, 
In regard to the statement made by the 
older fireman’"’ that enginéers are’ re- 
quired to scrub the floors, the ‘“ Real 
Fireman’ says that in the majority of 
houses it is nothing unusual to see officers, 
Captains, Lieutenants, as well as engineers, 
actively engaged in scrubbing with the fire- 
men when quarters are being polished. 

Speaking of the statement made by the 
“older fireman’’ that 100 men were Cce- 
tailed to the repair shops, he says that he 
can state upon his honor as a fireman that 
there are less than ten men so detailed in 
tne uniformed force of the Boroughs of 
Manhattan and Bronx, and that every one 
of the men is really suffering from the ct* 
fects of a bona fide injury received in the 
discharge of duty. 


SUIT AGAINST CHEMICAL BANK. 


Firm Endeavors to Recover Deposits 
Lost Through Alleged Dishon- 
est Clerk. 

De Frees Critten and others, composing 
the firm of Critten, Clift & Co., commis- 
sion merchants in this. city, who for ten 
years had kept a large and active account 
with the Chemical Bank, brought suit 
against that institution to recover for a 
balance of deposits which they claimed it 
had refused to pay. During that time the 
firm had in their employ as bookkeeper 
and confidential clerk a man named Davis, 
whose duty in part was to fill out the 
checks for bills owing by the firm, and to 
make the proper entries in the stubs of the 
check books, to make a footing of the 
items, and when the canceled vouchers 
were returned, to compare the balance as 
shown by the cheek book with the balance 
as shown by the bank’s statement of the 
account. 

Davis made use of the opportunities of 
the position to steal $8,800 of the money 
of the firm. The bank’s defense was pay- 
ment, frequent settlements of accounts, 
and accounts stated between the parties; 
the agreed correctness of them, and pay- 
ment of the balances then ascertained; 
failure to use ordinary care and diligence 
in drawing and filling in of the checks 
drawn by the firm on the bank, and fail- 
ure to examine the accounts and stubs of 
checks and the return vouchers”. within 
reasonable time after the repeated state- 
ments of account. 

Davis had an elaborate scheme for alter- 
ing checks, by using chemicals to remove 
the date and name of the payee, and then 
causing, the check to be made payable to 

‘cash. Of the twenty-four disputed 
checks which had thus been altered, all 
had been returned to the firm as vouchers 
in the statements and balancing of their 
accopnt with the bank, and no objection 
had been made until the balancing of Noy. 
13, 1899. The total deposits during the time 
covered by these checks aggregated $2,614,- 
478; and the ,dratts against them aggre- 
gated ¥F2,601,52 

In a suit Sarina the bank Critten, Clift 
& Co. recovered judgment on the report of 
a referee of $4,607.28. An appeal by the 
bank to the A ypellate Division was argued 
bunal yesterday. The forg- 
ery was conceded, and the question was on 
whom the loss should fall. On behalf of 
the bank it was contended that the negli- 
gence of the plaintiff in mare the checks 
and examining the vouchers justified the 
payment by it. It was claimed ‘that the 
referee erred in holding that these were 
affirmative defenses which the bank was 
called upon to Plead and prove. 


CUBAN TARIFF AMENDED. — 


-Merchants’ Association’s Efforts Re- 
sult in Executive Order by 
President ‘McKinley. 


Efforts begun by the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York a year ago to have 
the Cuban tariff on cotton piece goods man- 
ufactured in the United States amended, 
have resulted in an executive order by 
President McKinley, which, it is believed, 


will place American manufacturers of these 
products in a much better position to com- 
pete with English, German, and Spanish 
goods now in the Cuban market. 

The order which went into effect on Mon- 
day after being duly proclaimed on the 
island, is as follows:

SEARCHING FOR FEVER -VER PATIENT 


Health Department Angry at His Re- 
moval from Grand Hotel. 
Anger was evinced yesterday by Super- 
intendent Blauvelt of the Bureau of Con- 
tagious Diseases of the Health Depart- 
ment at the conduct of the management 
of the Grand Hotel, at Broadway and Thir- 
tieth Street, in allowing a party of guests, 
one of whom had scarlet fever, to depart 
from the hotel during Tuesday night with- 

out notifying the Board of Health. 

According to Dr. Blauvelt, Edmund Kun- 
del, five years old, stopping with his 
parents at ‘the hotel, became ill on Tues- 
day, and Dr. 
second Street pronounced the case one of 
searlet fever, and notified the Health De- 
partment. The family, who are wealthy, 
came to the city from Dayton a few days 
ago for a short visit in this city. Manager 
Leland of the hetelvand the father of the 
child called up the Health Department and 
asked if they might get a private car on 
the New York Central Railroad in which to 
take the child away. 

Dy. Blauvelt says he told them it would 
not do to take the child away, and that it 
would be a violation of the sanitary law. 
Mr. Kundel then notified him that he 

would have the child taken to the’ Minturn 
Hospital and weuld use a Health Depart- 
ment coupé. 

Dr. Blauvelt says he sent a department 
coupé to the hotel on Tuesday evening, and 
later the driver reported to him that Mrs. 
Kundel had begged te have the child with 
her another night, and that he could come 
back at ¥ o'clock yesterday morning and 
take the patient away. 

Dr. Blauvelt says that the driver called 
him up yesterday morning and said he had 
been to the Grand Hotel, and that the 
Kundels had paid their bill during the 
night and left the hotel. Dr. Blauvelt 
called on the manager of the hotel and 
asked for an expianation. The manager 
said that all he knew was that the family 
had paid their bill and left. 

The department then called up the of- 
fices of all the railroads and asked if a 
prrvete ear had been hired by the Kundels, 
ut all answered in the negative. Sergt. 
Gehegan of the sanitary police was sent 
to the hotel to ascertain what cab the fam- 
ily had taken from the hotel. He had or- 
ders to fumigate the cab if it was found, 
and if it could not be discovered, then 
every cab around the Grand Central Sta- 
tion must be fumigated. The Health De- 


partment is using every resource to find 
the a child and parents. 


STREET ARABS | HAD A FEAST. 


Ice Cream Wagon Broke Down and the 
Boys Scrambled for the Goodies. 


A grand open-air free-for-all feast was 
enjoyed yesterday by the street boys of 
Harlem, at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street and Lexington Avenue. The ban- 
quet was an impromptu affair, and con- 
sisted of but one course—the dessert—but 
it was enjoyed thoroughly. The feast was 
furnished by an ice cream company, one of 
whose delivery wagons, loaded down with 
ice cream and charlotte russes, broke 


down as it rounded the corner. When the 
axle of the wagon broke, the vehicle was 
overturned partly, and over a hundred 
charlotte russes and a dozen big cans of 
ice cream rolled into the street. Within 
less than a minute fully. fifty newsboys, 
shoeblacks, and other gamins gathered on 
the scene and began a mad scramble for the 
sweets. A crowd of grown-up peopie 
watched the youngsters “clean up the 
goodies. 

The boys stuffed charlotte russes into 
their mouths with one hand, while with the 
other hand they picked up "the sweets and 
he them into their pockets. They ate so 
ast that there were many cases of chok- 
ing. Three of the boys spied two cans of 
cream that had lost their Hds. They ran to 
the cans, and, thrusting their. hands into 
the cream, they brought forth double 
handsful, and ran off, eating as they ran. 
The cream was soft and ran over the boy’s 
faces and over their clothing. 

The driver had to take care of the horses, 
which were frightened at the accident. He 


could only yell and swing at the feasters, 
who laughed and kept stuffing. When he 
finally quieted his horses not a charlotte 
russe was left and the contents of two 
cream cans had been transferred to the in- 
side of a troop of street arabs. 


GETS $750 FOR HER INJURIES. 


Icicle Fell Through a Roof and 
Knocked Mrs. Omeger Senseless. 
An icicle fell on Feb.“17, 1896, from a 
tank on top of the building 214 Greenwich 
Street, occupied by Hall & Ruckel. It 
broke through the skylight of 216 Green- 
wich Street and struck Mrs. Hannah 
Omeger, who was eating: dinner, on the 

head, rendering her unconscious. 

Mrs. Omerger sued Hall & Rutkel for 
$15,000 damages, and yesterday in the Su- 
preme Court she was awarded $750 dam- 
ages. 

Hall & Ruckel manufacture a dental 
preparation, and the tank on top of their 


building was used to supply the water for 
the machinery. The tanie according to the 
testimony, is two feet from the edge of the 
roof of the defendant's building, while the 
skylight through which the icicle broke, is 
in the middle of the roof of the smailer 
house in which the plaintiff lived. The 
icicle in its fall had to travel 15 feet out- 
ward from the wall.

W. C. FARR SUES FOR $50,000. 


Charges Dr. Alexander Dallas With 
Having Circulated Libelous Cam- 
paign Literature. 


Ex-Mayor William C. Farr of Bayonne, 
yesterday began suit in the Hudson Gouynty 
Supreme Court, at Jersey City, against Dr. 
Alexander Dallas, for libel, claiming 
$50,000 damages. 

The case grew out of the Bayonne char- 
ter election in April, 1899, when Mr. Farr 
was a candidate. Mr. Farr alleges that Dr. 
Dallas circulated libelous campaign liter- 
ature calculated to cause his defeat. A 
continuance was asked for on the ground 
that an important witness was absent. 

Justice Collins denied the motion because 
when the case was last called .counsel on 
both. sides agreed to be ready for trial on 


April 3. 

R. U. Lindabury testified that the circu- 
lar distributed by Dr. Dallas was so libel- 
ous that no newspaper had printed any 
part of it. 

William M. Park, a reporter, said that, 
Dr. Dallas gave him a copy of the circular. 
vie a request that he hand it to-his city 
editor. 

Richard Trelegan, a printer, testified that 
he printed 5,000 copies of the circular, and 
that 1,000 copies were. delivered to Dr. 
Dallas. He did not remember who ordered 
the pie. 

Henry Rinker was called to disprove an 
allegation that articles derogatory to. Dr. 
Dallas printed in a Bayonne newspaper had 
been inspired by Mayor Farr’s son. 

Mr. Lindabury objected, but Col. Charlies 
Ww. Fuller, counsel for Dr. Dallas, said he 

‘wished to prove that the son was the 
stool igeon for the father.
